Part  I  covers  in  detail  the  operations  in  the  twenty  Anthra- 
cite Districts;  Part  II  the  operations  in  the  twenty-one  Bituminous 
Districts,  as  returned  by  the  Inspectors.  Observations  and  sugges- 
tions are  also  offered  relative  to  mining  subjects.

INTRODUCTION 


The  coal  production  for  the  year  was  remarkably  heavy,  notwith- 
standing the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  many  other  lines  of  busi- 
ness. The  production  in  the  Anthracite  liegion  was  83,683,994  net 
tons,  and  in  the  Bituminous  Region  148,770,858  net  tons. 

The  anthracite  production  has  only  been  exceeded  once  in  the 
history  of  the  trade  and  that  was  in  1907,  when  80,056,412  net  tons 
were  produced.  The  output  has  steadily  increased  from  1897,  when 
the  tonnage  was  52,581,036  net  tons,  to  the  present  time. 

The  trade  under  the  present  conservative  and  intelligent  control 
is  stable  and  profitable,  a  condition  in  direct  contrast  to  that  ex- 
isting in  the  bituminous  trade,  where,  owing  to  the  lack  of  proper 
organization  and  control,  the  production  is  allowed  to  exceed  the 
demand,  with  the  natural  result  of  ruinously  low  prices  in  many 
instances  and  general  dissatisfaction  among  the  operators. 

In  connection  with  the  coal  mining  industry,  as  well  as  the  other 
great  industries,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  welfare  of  injured 
miners  and  the  families  who  may  be  left  destitute  by  the  death  of 
husbands  and  fathers,  is  recei\ang  greater  attention  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  country.  When  men  are  incapacitated  to  earn 
their  daily  wages  or  are  killed  while  performing  their  work,  those 
who  have  been  dependent  upon  them  for  subsistence  are  frequently 
placed  in  circumstances  of  extreme  distress.  The  matter  of  afford- 
ing relief  to  these  people  is  one  of  the  serious  problems  that  confront 
the  community. 

Many  methods  of  relief  have  been  suggested  and  devised  during  the 
last  twenty-five  years,  and  a  number  of  the  States,  as  well  as  the 
National  Congress,  have  either  proposed  or  passed  remedial  legisla- 
tion of  some  kind.  Certain  forms  of  governmental  insurance  are  in 
vogue  in  foreign  countries,  by  which  assistance  is  rendered  to  injured 
or  disabled  workmen  and  to  their  families,  and  it  is  probable  that 
something  of  this  sort  will  be  eventually  adopted  in  the  United 
States,  although  at  present  other  methods  seem  to  be  more  popular. 
For  instance,  the  creation  of  beneficial  organizations  by  the  various 
operating  companies,  by  which  the  employes  are  assessed  a  small 
per  centum  of  their  wages  and  the  companies  contribute  a  percent- 
age on  the  production  of  coal,  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  method  that 
appeals  to  a  great  many  persons.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the 
operators  should  assist  in  taking  care  of  the  injured  and  helpless 
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persons  in  and  about  the  mines,  and  it  is  equally  true  that  it  would 
be  wise  to  have  the  employes  themselves  contribute  at  least  a  small 
proportion  of  the  fund,  as  by  so  doing  they  can  show  appreciation 
of  the  effort  made  to  help  them  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  their 
independence. 

The  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  has  ever  since  1881,  when 
he  was  first  appointed  a  mine  inspector,  advocated  at  intervals  in 
his  reports  and  public  utterances  the  necessity  for  the  adoption  of 
relief  methods.  He  has  urged  the  passage  of  a  law  to  place  a  tax 
upon  the  coal  output  of  the  State.  In  the  bituminous  region,  where 
the  average  production  is  about  100,000,000  tons  a  year,  a  tax 
of  three-fourths  of  a  cent  a  ton  would  produce  a  fund  annually  of 
1750,000.  In  the  anthracite  region,  where  the  average  production  is 
about  62,000,000  tons  a  year,  a  tax  of  one  and  one-half  cents  a  ton 
would  produce  a  fund  annually  of  $930,000. 

His  advocacy  of  the  taxation  method  is  based  upon  the  assumption 
that  it  would  not  only  afford  the  relief  and  support  so  greatly  de- 
sired, but  would  have  the  very  beneficent  effect  of  retaining  in  the 
Pennsylvania  mines  the  most  competent  men.  It  would  probably 
also  induce  many  skilled  and  reliable  miners  employed  in  other  states 
to  migrate  to  this  State,  unless  the  states  in  which  they  were  em- 
ployed would  adopt  some  system  equally  popular.  However,  it  is 
obvious  that  any  system  that  will  give  pecuniary  relief  to  the  in- 
jured miner  and  afford  support  to  his  family  in  case  of  his  death  will 
be  looked  upon  as  a  blessing.  It  would  banish  to  a  great  extent  the 
dread  spectre  of  want  that  comes  to  the  men  and  their  families  when 
injury  or  death  takes  away  the  wage  earner  and  in  its  place  would 
give  a  most  pleasing  sense  of  security. 

It  is  also  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  know  that  there  is  a  gen- 
eral desire  on  the  part  of  both  the  employes  and  the  employers 
to  increase  the  knowledge  of  the  persons  working  in  and  about 
the  mines  and  thereby  increase  their  competency  and  capability. 
The  acquisition  of  knowledge,  both  technical  and  practical,  on  the 
part  of  mine  workers  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance.  The 
most  serious  charge  that  can  be  made  against  many  of  them  is 
that  they  are  not  sufficiently  educated,  particularly  in  the  English 
language,  and  for  that  reason  their  employment  adds  an  addi- 
tional peril  to  the  many  other  dangers  that  surround  the  occupa- 
tion. 

The  correspondence  schools  have  for  some  years  past  been  doing 
a  great  deal  to  improve  the  conditions  by  affording  an  opportunity 
to  ambitious  students  to  better  fit  them  for  their  duties,  and  many 
of  the  mining  companies  have  also  been  active  in  this  direction. 
Some  of  them  are  now  offering  means  of  education  to  all  employes 
who  desire  to  add  to  their  mental  equipment. 

The  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  Company  is  at  present  conducting  two 
schools,  one  in  Schuylkill  County  and  one  in  Columbia  County,  at 
which  sessions  are  held  four  evenings  of  each  week.  The  schools, 
which  are  open  to  all  mine  employes  in  the  vicinity,  are  divided 
into  two  sections,  one  section  comprising  those  who  are  enrolled 
with  the  International  School  of  Correspondence  and  the  other 
section  being  composed  of  those  who  are  endeavoring  to  educate 
themselves  independently.  In  the  former  section  the  instructors 
give  the  students  the  necessary  technical  and  practical  aid  in 
the  branches  in  which  they  are  desirous  of  becoming  proficient.    The 
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latter  section  is  generally  composed  of  men  who  are  endeavoring 
to  fit  themselves  for  mine  foremen's  or  assistant  mine  foremen's 
certificates,  or  who,  being  deficient  generally  in  their  education,  are 
desirous  of  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  spelling,  reading,  writing, 
grammar  and  arithmetic.  The  instructors  are  assisted  from  time  to 
time  by  some  of  the  foremen  and  engineers  of  the  Company  who  give 
practical  talks  and  quizzes  and  occasionally  a  lecture  on  some 
topic  of  interest.  A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  manifested  in 
these  schools  and  a  great  deal  of  good  is  being  accomplished  by 
them. 

The  Kingston  Coal  Company  has  established  an  Employes'  Free 
Library  at  Kingston,  and  during  the  winter  evenings  a  school  is 
conducted  in  which  attention  is  given  to  penmanship,  arithmetic, 
special  mining  problems,  history  and  the  teaching  of  English  to 
the  foreigners.  The  results  of  this  liberal  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Company  have  been  very  favorable. 

The  Hillside  Coal  and  Iron  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Coal 
Company  are  conducting  under  the  auspices  of  the  Anthracite 
Committee  of  the  State  Y.  M.  C.  A.  a  mining  department.  There 
are  enrolled  in  the  schools  of  these  Companies  at  present  209  for- 
eigners. The  work  covers  Pittston,  Scrauton,  Forest  City,  May- 
field  and  Dunmore. 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  while  not  maintaining  any 
direct  means  of  instruction  for  its  employes,  is  conducting  a 
kindergarten  school  at  Olyphant  that  is  accomplishing  a  great  deal 
in  the  way  of  teaching  the  English  language.  The  little  people  take 
home  with  them  what  they  learn  and,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Company,  actually  instruct  their  fathei-s  and  mothers  in  the  speech 
and  manners  of  our  country.  The  Company  also  assists  financially 
the  Anthracite  Department  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Company  has  main- 
tained at  Pottsville  for  the  last  four  years  a  school  for  its  em- 
ployes. The  attendants  are  the  apprentices  and  journeymen  em- 
ployed in  the  shops  and  the  mine  Avorkers  at  the  Company's  col- 
lieries in  the  vicinity  of  Pottsville.  The  school  is  in  charge  of  one 
of   their   mechanical    engineers,    a   graduate   of    Lehigh    University. 

The  school  is  divided  into  two  sections,  a  junior  class  and  a 
senior  class.  In  the  junior  class  mathematics  are  taught  that  re- 
late to  the  phases  of  the  work  with  which  the  men  come  in  daily 
contact.  As  the  work  advances  the  problems  are  made  more  diffi- 
cult and  involve  the  principles  of  elementary  mechanics  and  min- 
ing sections.  At  every  session  some  members  are  sent  to  the  black- 
boards and  the  problems  are  worked  and  explained  to  the  class. 
The  blackboard  work  has  been  found  very  beneficial.  One-half  of 
the  session  is  devoted  to  free  hand  sketching  of  machine  parts  or 
practical  mining  problems. 

In  the  drawing  course  the  senior  class  starts  by  drawing  simple 
machine  parts  with  which  the  members  are  more  or  less  acquainted. 
Gradually  the  drawing  is  made  more  complex,  until,  at  the  end  of 
the  term,  each  student  is  capable  of  making  an  intelligent  drawing 
of  a  difficult  piece  of  machinery.  The  senior  class  also  works  out 
problems  useful  to  molders,  machinists  and  miners.  Another  branch 
of  instruction  is  foundry  practice;  from  this  the  members  learn 
enough  of  the  composition  of  iron  to  mix  the  various  grades  of  iron 
in  the  cupola. 
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The  problem  course  for  the  machinists  includes  the  study  of 
the  operation  of  the  steam  engine  slide  valve.  A  model  is  used 
to  show  the  operation  of  the  valve.  The  calculation  of  the  indicated 
horsepower  from  indicator  diagrams  is  studied  in  detail.  The 
steam  boiler  problems  familiarize  the  student  with  the  operation 
of  the  important  parts  of  the  boiler.  While  the  class  is  on  the 
subject  of  steam  engines  sessions  are  held  in  machine  shop,  where 
may  be  witnessed  the  actual  operation  of  setting  the  slide  valve 
of  an  engine  during  the  course  of  its  construction.  On  other 
occasions  each  member  of  class  takes  an  indicator  diagram  from 
the  engine  and  calculates  from  it  the  horsepower. 

Frequent  visits  to  the  school  are  made  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Shops  and  Machinery,  and  by  the  various  heads  of  the  Mining 
Department.  They  scrutinize  the  work  of  the  students  closely, 
and  thus  it  is  made  obvious  to  every  attendant  that  the  manage- 
ment is  alive  to  the  progress  he  is  making. 

The  monotony  of  routine  work  is  relieved  by  illustrated  "talks" 
on  various  subjects.  The  talks  are  quite  informal,  and  members 
of  the  class  are  at  liberty  to  question  the  experts  who  deliver 
them. 

The  practical  value  of  the  school  has  been  demonstrated  by  its 
results.  Many  men  who  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  for 
instruction  have  shown  marked  improvement  and  have  been  re- 
warded by  promotion.  They  had  the  ability,  and  the  school 
brought  it  out  by  setting  their  minds  to  work. 

At  Shenandoah  the  company  has  had  a  school  in  operation  for 
over  three  years  for  the  employes  of  the  collieries  in  that  vicinity. 
The  sessions  are  held  in  a  public  school  building  in  the  town.  This 
school  has  for  its  definite  purpose  the  preparation  of  mine  work- 
ers for  the  examination  which  is  required  for  a  mine  foreman's 
certificate.  The  head  of  this  school  is  the  Mining  Engineer  of  the 
district. 

N'ery  few  of  the  attendants  have  had  the  advantage  of  any  con- 
siderable education,  and  they  would  never  be  able  to  go  to  a  regu- 
lar school  or  college  to  get  a  technical  training.  At  this  school, 
however,  they  obtain  the  best  substitute  possible,  and  their  daily 
work  in  and  about  the  mines  gives  them  practical  experience  which 
goes  a  long  way  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of  a  college  course. 

As  in  the  school  at  Pottsville,  the  attendants  are  under  the  con- 
stant attention  of  the  management.  The  visits  of  the  mining  su- 
perintendents are  supplemented  by  the  visits  of  the  State  Mine  In- 
spector. The  course  of  the  school  lays  particular  stress  upon 
the  study  of  the  Anthracite  Mine  Laws,  and  the  principles  of  mine 
ventilation  and  drainage  are  carefully  studied.  The  men  are  thor- 
oughly drilled  in  the  rules  governing  the  handling  of  explosives 
and  in  all  the  other  rules  formulated  to  protect  the  lives  of  the  mine 
workers. 

In  the  Shamokin  territory  the  company  is  conducting  a  school 
for  the  instruction  of  their  men  by  the  submission  of  papers  illus- 
trating mining  problems.  The  school  is  attended  by  the  foremen, 
fire  bosses  and  a  number  of  the  other  employes. 

Arrangements  are  now  being  made  at  Mahanoy  City  for  a  school 
that  will  be  operated  in  connection  with  the  International  Schools 
at  Scranton. 
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Other  companies  in  the  region  are  doing  efficient  and  praise- 
worthy work  along  similar  lines. 

In  mining,  as  in  some  other  occupations,  the  young  men,  no  matter 
how  ambitious  they  may  have  been,  have  been  so  tied  down  by 
the  details  of  their  work  that  they  could  find  little  opportunity 
for  improvement  under  the  existing  educational  systems,  and  con- 
sequently while  the  driver  boy  and  laborer  may  have  had  an  hon- 
est desire  to  rise  from  their  humble  positions  to  places  of  respon- 
sibility and  greater  emolument,  they  have  been  helpless  to  do  so  un- 
til the  advent  of  the  very  modei*n  and  practical  methods  of  diffus- 
ing knowledge  that  have  been  mentioned  in  this  article.  The  dif- 
ferent schools  and  avenues  of  learning  that  are  at  present  open  to 
all  seekers  after  knowledge  make  it  possible  for  ambitious  boys  to 
fit  themselves  for  higher  places  in   the  mining  industry. 

-Eecognizing  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  accidents  in  the  mines 
is  caused  by  the  ignorance  of  the  mining  laws  and  rules,  the  schools 
generally  drill  the  pupils  in  these  matters,  and  there  will  no  doubt 
be  a  consequent  lessening  of  loss  of  life  and  property. 

All  these  methods  of  education  are  beneficent  in  their  influence. 
They  create  more  efficient  workmen,  add  to  the  safety  of  the  occu- 
pation, make  better  and  more  intelligent  citizens  and  assimilate 
to  a  degree  never  before  accomplished  the  diverse  nationalities  that 
populate  the  coal  region.

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DISCIPLINE    IN    MINES 

In  considering  the  matter  of  mine  discipline  tlie  great  desidera- 
tum of  moral  courage  should  not  be  overlooked.  The  lack  of  this 
quality  in  officials  no  doubt  often  leads  to  disaster,  and,  while 
the  results  may  be  trifling  if  the, cases  are  taken  separately,  the 
cumulative  effect  is  nevertheless  very  great. 

The  mine  inspector,  superintendent,  mine  foreman  or  fire  boss 
who  lacks  the  courage  to  reprimand  or.  if  need  be,  prosecute  the 
workman  whom  he  finds  flagrantly  violating  the  law  is  falling  short 
of  doing  his  duty  as  an  otiicial,  whose  thought  and  effort  should 
be  given  to  remedying  or  removing  conditions  tliat  may  be  a 
menace  to  safety.  The  moral  courage  that  will  enable  a  man  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  line  of  duty  at  all  times,  even  in  the  face  of 
the  opposition,  interference  or  intimidation  of  officials  or  employes, 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  successful  carrying-out  of  the  laws 
and  rules  of  safety. 

There  is  no  place  in  which  discipline  is  more  necessary  than  in 
the  coal  mines  where  aliens  who  cannot  speak  English  are  em- 
ployed in  great  numbers.  Most  of  them  have  come  from  European 
countries  where  they  were  more  or  less  under  military  restrictions 
and  they  mistake  the  liberty  they  enjoy  in  America  for  license. 
Many  of  them  are  unfamiliar  with  mining  practices,  and  the  dis- 
cipline under  which  they  are  obliged  to  work  makes  them  restless 
and  often  resistant;  they  resist  it  whether  it  be  imposed  by  the 
operators  or  by  their  own  organizations.  These  people,  however, 
need  discipline,  not  only  for  their  own  protection,  but  for  the  pro- 
tection of  their  fellow-workmen,  and.  while  the  discipline  may  be 
kind,  it  must  be  firm;  they  must  be  held  to  strict  obedience.  A  de- 
plorable percentage  of  accidents  can  be  attributed  to  the  lack  of 
discipline  that  makes  it  possible  for  the  mine  workers  to  become 
careless  and  negligent  to  nn  extent  that  they  are  a  menace,  not 
only  to  their  own  lives,  but  to  the  lives  of  their  fellow-workmen. 

A  mine  may  be  a  model  iustitution  as  far  as  equipment  and 
safety  appliances  go,  but  without  the  enforcement  of  rigid  disci- 
pline among  the  employes  it  is  still  a  place  of  great  danger.  Viola- 
tions of  the  laws  and  of  the  rules  of  the  mine  should  invariably  be 
punished,  and  the  official  who  fails  to  exact  punishment  should  be 
counted  as  guilty  as  the  person  who  committed  the  violation.  In 
addition  to  the  immediate  calamitous  results  that  may  follow  a 
laxity  in  demanding  compliance  with  the  laws  and  rules,  there  is 
bred  in  the  minds  of  the  workmen  a  disregard  for  all  discipline 
and    control. 

The  question  resolves  itself  practically  into  the  matter  of  the 
offiical  compelling  the  emp^oyp  to  protect  himself,  but  just  to  what 
extent  the  official  should  interfere  and  demand  compliance  with  the 
law  is  a  problem  difficult  of  solution.  Too  great  exactitude  is  re- 
sented by  the  worker  and  may  result  in  his  refusing  to  continue  at 
work,  while  on  the  other  hand  leniency  means  constant  liability  to 
disaster  and  a  weakening  of  authority. 
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ELECTKTCITY  IN  COAL  MINES 

The  use  of  electricity  in  coal  mining  is  becoming  daily  a  question 
of  greater  importance,  as  its  application  is  made  more  general.  It 
has  become  almost  indispensable  to  the  mining  of  rock  and  coal  and, 
this  fact  being  recognized,  the  chief  aim  should  be  to  adopt  such 
methods  as  will  enable  it  to  be  used  with  the  least  possible  danger 
to  life  and  property. 

In  the  last  few  years  remarkable  strides  have  been  made  in  the 
application  of  electricity.  The  coal-cutting  machine  is  no  longer  an 
experiment.  A  practical,  electrically-driven  drill  has  been  devised. 
Also  a  puncher  that  can  be  operated  either  by  direct  or  by  alternat- 
ing cinvent  has  been  manufactured  and  is  now  operating  on  a  com- 
mercial basis  in  both  alternating  current  and  direct  current  plants, 
giving  very  satisfactory  results.  Electrically-driven  fans  are  now 
replacing  the  steam-driven  kind.  The  electrically-driven  tipple  ma- 
chinery is  a  great  advance  in  economy  over  the  old  engine-driven  kind. 
The  electrically-driven  pump  in  wet  mines  is  an  enormous  saving  over 
the  old  compressed  air  pump.  For  the  sprinkling  system  now  in 
use,  motors  are  required.  Box  car  loaders  electrically-driven  are  com- 
ing more  and  more  into  favor;  also  coke  drawing  machines  and 
larries  that  are  electrically  operated. 

Electricity,  in  addition  to  being  used  as  a  source  of  power,  is  also 
used  for  lighting,  not  only  in  the  mines,  ofifices  and  various  other 
buildings  about  the  mines,  but  the  same  current  is  often  used  for 
lighting  the  towns  located  near  the  mines. 

While  different  conditions  in  different  jdaces  make  necessary  the 
special  study  of  local  conditions  to  determine  which  system  should  be 
installed,  it  is  nevertheless  advisable  that  there  should  be  some  well 
defined  and  established  rules  governing  the  installation  of  electrical 
equipment  in  mines.  This  means  standardization,  something  that  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  get  the  best  results. 

With  this  purpose  in  view,  a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  American  ]\Tining  Congress  in  Pittsburg  authorizing  the 
appointment  of  a  standing  committee  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
matter  thorough  consideration,  including  an  investigation  of  mining 
practices,  with  a  view  to  making  recommendations  for  electrical  work 
in  the  mines.  The  work  of  this  committee  will  no  doubt  accelerate 
the  installation  of  electrical  equipment  and  be  helpful  to  the  mining 
interests  generallv. 


FIEST  AID 


The  first  aid  work  in  Pennsylvania  has  during  the  past  year  been 
extended  to  a  marked  degree  and  the  organizations  in  many  instances 
are  becoming  very  proficient.  This  modern  and  unique  method  of 
rendering  help  in  times  of  emergency  has  been  constantly  growing  in 
favor.  The  first  organization  of  the  kind  in  Pennsylvania  and  prob- 
ably in  United  States  was  the  corps  organized  at  the  Jermyn  colliery 
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of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  in  1899  by  Dr.  M.  J.  Shields, 
a  practicing  physician  and  surgeon  in  the  anthracite  region.  Since 
that  time  the  beneficent  work  has  been  extended  until  today  at  a  great 
many  collieries  will  be  found  a  well  organized  first  aid  corps  ready 
at  any  moment  to  render  prompt  and  eflicient  assistance  to  the  in- 
jured. 

First  aid  work  in  the  mines  comes  under  two  heads,  first,  the 
providing  of  proper  material  for  first  aid  dressing,  and  second,  see- 
ing to  it  that  wherever  a  considerable  number  of  men  are  employed 
there  shall  be  somebody  who  is  thoroughly  instructed  in  first  aid. 

To  be  effective  there  should  be  a  first  aid  corps  of  four  or  six  men 
at  each  colliery  employing  more  than  fifty  men  inside.  In  case  of  an 
explosion  or  mine  fire  prompt  assistance  could  then  be  rendered  to 
those  that  are  injured  or  whose  lives  are  otherwise  endangered.  Quick 
action  is  necessary  if  life  is  to  be  saved  after  an  explosion,  a  mine 
fire  or  a  general  caving-in  of  the  overlying  strata. 

All  the  mines  controlled  by  larger  companies  provide  some  form  of 
first  aid  packet.  The  particular  style  of  first  aid  packet  is  not  very 
important,  as  the  most  essential  part  of  each  is  a  piece  of  sterile 
gauze,  a  bandage  and  frequently  a  sling.  When  a  man  is  injured, 
either  the  dressing  box  is  brought  at  once  to  him  and  his  wounds 
are  dressed,  or  he  is  taken  to  the  surgical  dressing  room  which  every 
mine  has  underground.  At  the  surgical  dressing  room  more  atten- 
tion is  given,  if  necessary,  than  is  possible  in  the  mine  and  the 
injured  man  is  then  prepared  for  transportation  to  his  home  or  to  a 
hospital. 

A  feature  of  this  work  is  the  annual  prize  contests  held  by  the 
different  companies  and  participated  in  by  the  various  corps.  At 
these  contests  in  1910  hundreds  of  officials  and  thousands  of  employes 
were  present  to  witness  the  struggles  for  supremacy.  The  corps  of 
each  large  company  contest  for  supremacy  and  the  winning  corps 
are  then  pitted  in  a  contest  against  the  winning  teams  of  other  com- 
panies. These  annual  competitive  drills  are  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Jled  Cross  Society  for  the  silver  cup  that  was  do- 
nated as  a  prize  by  Mrs.  John  S.  Muckle  of  Philadelphia.  While  com- 
petitive contests  are  an  incentive  to  excel  in  this  special  line  of  work, 
the  fact  remains  that  if  any  one  is  trained  to  render  efficient  aid  to 
the  injured,  his  merit  is  recognized,  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  an- 
nual contest  Red  Crops  medals  and  certificates  are  awarded  to  in- 
dividual winners  and  the  silver  cup  to  the  best  team.  This  acknowl- 
edgment of  proficicncv  is  after  all  the  chief  aim,  as  it  is  highly 
probable  that  the  holders  of  the  medals  can  accomplish  the  same 
practical  results  as  the  winners  of  the  cup. 

In  the  anthracite  region  all  the  large  companies  are  interested  in 
the  first-aid  work  to  tho  extenf  tbat  each  has  a  corps  of  trained  men 
and  these  corps  participate  in  the  annual  contest,  which  is  not  a 
local  affair,  but  is  open  to  all  teams. 

The  idea  of  renderiuj;  first  aid  in  a  systematic  way  to  persons  injured 
in  and  about  the  coal  mines  originated  in  Europe  about  1880,  at 
which  time  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Association  of  England  was 
organized.  At  the  same  time  similar  organizations  were  effected  in 
Germany,  France,  Belgium  and  Austria. 

The  introduction  of  this  work  in  Pennsylvania  met  with  opposi- 
tion, not  only  from  the  officials,  but  from  the  mining  physicians,  the 
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latter  seeming  to  view  the  movement  as  a  means  of  advertising,  but 
they  now  realize  that  this  is  an  age  of  prevention  and  are  lending  a 
helping  hand  to  the  various  corps  by  giving  lectures  and  instructions 
without  charge.  The  mining  companies  failed  to  give  the  movement 
assistance  at  first,  not  because  of  financial  reasons,  but  because  they 
were  rather  doubtful  of  the  co-operation  of  their  employes  and  were 
fearful  of  making  an  innovation  that  would  not  be  successful.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  state,  however,  that  all  fears  of  this  kind  have  been  ban- 
ished. It  has  been  found  that  the  maintenance  and  effectiveness  of 
first  aid  corps  depend  largely  upon  the  superintendents  and  mine 
foremen.  Where  these  officials  are  indifferent  and  inactive  the  men 
are  similarly  disposed,  but  where  they  take  interest  the  men  follow 
and  are  zealous  in  the  work  and  seem  to  take  great  pride  in  it. 
The  cost  to  the  companies  is  not  large,  and  the  men  realizing  that 
it  is  for  their  benefit  and  welfare  donate  their  services.  The  halls  for 
practice  are  secured  at  low  cost ;  material  for  practice,  triangular 
bandages,  et  cetera,  cost  little,  as  the  same  material  is  used  over  and 
over  again. 

It  is  claimed  that  aside  from  preventing  pain,  relieving  suffering, 
forestalling  blood  poisoning,  making  quick  recovery  after  accidents 
and  sometimes  saving  lives,  this  training  on  the  first  aid  crops  also 
prevents  accidents  because  it  impresses  upon  the  minds  of  the  men 
very  forcibly  the  dangers  of  the  mifie  and  makes  them  more  careful, 
not  only  about  themselves,  but  about  others. 

Another  effect  is  the  social  elevation  that  accompanies  this  work. 
It  encourages  a  more  friendly  feeling  between  employer  and  employe 
and  tends  to  a  closer  relationship  between  foreman  and  miner.  Its 
tendency  is  all  for  the  good,  as  no  caste  or  creed  is  recognized ;  all 
are  united  in  this  humane  work  for  the  relief  of  the  men  in  and  about 
the  mines. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  first  aid  movement  has  not  met  with 
more  favor  among  the  mining  companies  in  the  bituminous  region. 

This  subject  was  exhaustively  treated  of  in  the  department  report 
of  1906. 


PEE\T]NTION  OF  MINE  FIRES 

Mine  fires  cannot  always  be  prevented  any  more  than  can  conflag- 
rations on  the  surface.  Mine  officials  and  miners  may  make  every 
possible  effort  to  prevent  a  mine  fire,  and  yet  through  the  carelessness 
of  some  one  person    or  by  accident  a  fire  results. 

In  this  connection  the  question  of  providing  safety  chambers  un- 
derground in  coal  mines  has  been  receiving  attention.  Mine  fires  are 
often  of  trifling  importance  and  are  extinguished  before  much  damage 
is  done,  but  in  some  cases  they  result  in  great  monetary  loss  and 
also  loss  of  life.  Occasionally  the  dangers  to  be  apprehended  are  as 
great  as  those  from  explosions  of  gas  and  dust.  Mine  fires  spread 
because  they  occur  in  parts  of  the  mine  where  they  are  unnoticed 
at  first  or  because,  when  discovered,  there  are  no  adequate  means  at 
hand  to  extinguish  them. 
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A  mining  company  in  one  of  the  western  states  has  prepared  plans 
for  an  underground  safety  chamber  to  be  supplied  with  oxygen  tanks, 
food  supplies,  medicine,  et  cetera,  and  to  be  connected  with  the  sur- 
face by  a  bore  hole  having  an  extension  of  telephone  line  to  the  cham- 
ber. Some  experts  have  suggested  plans  whereby  it  is  possible  to 
isolate  certain  mine  areas  from  contact  with  the  after-gases  of  an 
explosion.  One  suggestion  was  that  mine  managers  could  install  a 
series  of  boiler  plate  doors  in  the  main  entry,  the  intake  and  return 
airways,  and  although  the  inner  doors  in  the  explosion  panel  might 
be  blown  from  their  fastenings,  the  outer  doors  would  remain  intact 
and  the  men  behind  them  might  be  saved. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  in  some  mines  that  chemical  mine  en- 
gines are  a  suitable  and  satisfactory  instrument  for  subduing  and 
checking  mine  fires,  and  it  might  be  well  if  they  were  more  generally 
adopted.  Chemical  engines  are  used  by  large  manufacturing  plants 
and  have  been  the  means  of  saving  much  property  and  possibly  life. 
Their  cost  is  trifling  as  compared  with  the  security  their  use  in- 
sures. 


COAL  BKIQUETTING 

Coal  briquetting  in  the  United  States  has  not  been,  thus  far,  a 
commercial  success.  Many  attempts  have  been  made  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  to  produce  briquettes  that  would  meet  with  public 
favor,  but  the  efforts  have  generally  been  abandoned  in  a  short  time 
as  impracticable.  In  a  few  cases  where  conditions  were  exceptionally 
favorable,  the  attempts  have  been  partially  successful,  but  the  results 
generally  have  been  such  as  to  leave  a  rather  pessimistic  opinion  re- 
garding the  future  of  the  industry.  It  is  probably  true  that  good 
coal  is  altogether  too  plentiful  and  consequently  too  cheap  to  allow 
a  sufficient  margin  of  profit  on  briquettes. 

The  quantity  of  compressed  or  briquetted  fuel  made  in  the  United 
States  in  1909  amounted  to  139,661  short  tons,  valued  at  the  works 
at  1452,697.  This  is  an  increase  over  any  preceding  year's  output, 
but  when  compared  with  the  18,000,000  tons  manufactured  in  Ger- 
many it  appears  insignificant.  It  shows,  however,  that  after  many 
years  of  trial  and  discouragement  the  industry  may  be  nearing  a 
point  where  it  will  be  of  some  commercial  importance. 

Briquettes  must  be  able  to  compete  in  etificiency  and  price  with  raw 
or  unmanufactured  coal  or  with  coke.  In  foreign  countries  the  raw 
fuel  is  relatively  high  priced  and  labor  is  less  expensive. 

In  the  United  States  the  development  of  the  industry  is  retarded 
by  the  large  supply  of  cheap  fuel  and  by  the  higher  cost  of  labor, 
which  necessitates  a  higher  price  for  the  manufactured  fuel.  There 
is,  however,  an  abundant  supply  of  raw  material  that  can  be  used 
for  briquettes.  The  low  grade  fuels  available  for  this  purpose  are: 
(1)  anthracite  culm;  (2)  slack  coal  from  semianthracite,  bituminous 
and  sub-bituminous  coal  mines,  which  does  not  possess  fusing  or  cok- 
ing qualities  and  is  therefore  not  available  for  the  manufacture  of 
coke;  (3)  lignite,  which  disintegrates  on  exposure  to  air,  will  not 
stand  transportation  to  distant  points,  and  cannot  be  stored  for  any 
length  of  time;  (4)  coke  breeze,  which  possesses  high  fuel  efficiency, 
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but  which,  because  of  its  small  size,  cannot  be  used  as  such  either  for 
domestic  or  other  use;  and  (5)  peat,  which  usually  occurs  at  long 
distances  from  the  coal  supijlies  and  which,  if  properly  prepared, 
makes  an  excellent  fuel. 

There  are  four  briquetting  plants  in  Pennsylvania:  the  Scranton 
Anthracite  Briquette  Company,  Dickson  City;  the  Coal  Compress 
Company,  Philadelphia ;  the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation  Company, 
Lansford,  and  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  Point  Breeze, 
Philadelphia. 

Briquettes  are  convenient  to  handle  and  are  a  comparatively  clean 
fuel.  Hence  they  appeal  to  the  householder,  and  when  they  shall 
become  obtainable  at  a  less  cost  than  coal  their  popularity  will  be 
assured. 


ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  ANTHEACITE  MINES,  1870-1910 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
accidents  in  and  about  the  anthracite  mines  of  this  State,  but  the 
increase  has  been  very  small  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
the  dangers  attending  the  mining  of  anthracite  coal  are  constantly  in- 
creasing. Much  of  the  criticism  regarding  the  fatalities  in  and  about 
the  mines  comes  from  persons  whose  evident  desire  is  to  place  the 
industry  in  as  bad  a  light  as  possible  before  the  public. 

The  occupation  unquestionably  is  much  more  hazardous  than  it 
was  twenty  years  ago  and  the  dangers  seem  to  be  constantly  increas- 
ing, owing  to  the  difficulties  encountered  in  mining  the  deeper  veins 
and  the  emplojmient  of  ignorant  and  inexperienced  men  from  the 
agricultural  regions  of  Southern  Europe,  and  yet  the  percentage  of 
fatalities  has  increased  very  slightly. 

Tables  G  and  L  in  this  report  give  detailed  statistics  regarding 
accidents.  They  cover  the  years  1870  to  1910,  the  period  during 
which  the  industry  has  been  under  legal  regulation.  The  former 
table  shows  that  practically  one-half  of  the  fatal  accidents  have  been 
caused  by  falls  of  coal,  slate  and  roof.  Such  accidents,  as  all  per- 
sons know  who  are  familiar  with  the  mining  of  coal,  are  due  almost 
invariably  to  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  the  miner  who  fails  to 
prop  the  overhanging  coal,  slate  or  roof  of  his  Avorking  place. 

While  the  number  of  accidents  varies  greatly  from  year  to  year, 
the  computations  in  these  tables  made  by  decades  show  clearly  the 
increase  or  decrease.  The  decade  from  1900  to  1909,  inclusive,  shows 
up  very  favorably  when  compared  with  the  early  decade  of  1870  to 
1879,  inclusive. 

CAUSES  OP  ACCIDENTS 

The  two  principal  causes  of  accidents  inside  the  anthracite  mines 
of  Pennsylvania  are  (1)  falls  of  coal,  slate  and  roof,  and  (2)  cars.  The 
total  number  of  inside  accidents  in  the  anthracite  region  during  the 
year  was  509,  of  which  253  or  49.71  per  cent,  were  caused  by  falls 
of  coal,  slate  and  roof,  and  92  or  18.07  per  cent,  by  cars.  The  other 
causes  were  explosions  of  gas,  20  or  3.93  ])er  cent. ;  explosions  of  pow- 
der and  dynamite,  22  or  4.32  per  cent. ;  electricity,  3  or  .59  per  cent. ; 
blasts,  60  or  11.79  per  cent.;  falling  into  shafts,  suffocation  by  gas 
and  miscellaneous  causes,  59  or  11.59  per  cent. 

The  accidents  by  falls  of  coal  occurred  as  follows :  At  face  of  work- 
ings, 57;  at  pillar  work,  14;  on  gangways,  4;  back  in  chambers,  5; 
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total,  80  or  31.62  per  cent.  By  falls  of  slate  at  face  of  workings,  19 ; 
at  pillar  work,  1 ;  on  gangways,  2 ;  back  in  chambers,  3 ;  a  total  of  25, 
or  9.88  per  cent.  By  falls  of  roof  at  face  of  workings,  97;  at  pillar 
work,  16;  on  gangways,  18;  in  chambers,  13;  on  slopes,  2;  in  cross- 
cuts, 2 ;  total,  148  or  58.50  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  by  falls  of  coal,  slate  and  roof  at  face 
of  workings  was  173  or  68.38  per  cent. ;  at  pillar  work,  31  or  12.25 
per  cent. ;  on  gangways,  24  or  9.49  per  cent. ;  in  chambers,  21  or  8.30 
per  cent.;  on  slopes,  2  or  .79  per  cent.;  in  crosscuts,  2  or  .79  per 
cent. 

To  reduce  the  number  of  accidents  from  falls  at  or  near  the  face 
of  rooms,  sj^stematic  propping  should  be  adopted  in  every  mine  to 
suit  the  height  of  roof  or  slate.  The  foreman  and  superintendent 
should  decide  on  the  distances  between  props  in  the  mines  and  the 
foreman  or  assistants  should  insist  on  strict  compliance  with  the  de- 
cision thus  made.  When  this  is  done  no  person  but  the  miner  him- 
self can  do  anything  more  to  safeguard  life  at  the  face  of  workings, 
except  the  fire  boss,  assistant  foreman  or  foreman  who  may  happen 
to  visit  a  place  at  a  critical  period  and  be  able  to  warn  the  men  of 
impending  danger.  As  the  miner  is  alone  at  the  face  about  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  time  during  the  day,  he  must  be  taught  how  to  pro- 
tect his  own  life.  In  all  mines  eternal  vigilance  must  be  exercised 
by  the  workmen  and  a  close  watch  must  be  kept  of  all  dangerous 
working  places  by  the  fire  boss,  assistant  foreman  and  foreman. 

Ninety-two  persons  were  killed  by  cars,  57  of  whom  were  killed 
on  gangways,  17  on  slopes  and  18  at  other  places.  This  great  loss 
of  life  is  utterly  inexcusable.  The  roads  should  be  kept  in  safe  con- 
dition, free  of  refuse  and  drained,  and  should  be  of  sufficient  width  to 
enable  persons  to  pass  by  the  cars.  There  should  also  be  safety 
holes  at  proper  intervals.  If  these  precautions  were  taken  and  proper 
discipline  insisted  upon,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  accidents  from 
cars  should  not  be  reduced  one-half. 

Forty-eight  persons  were  killed  by  explosions  of  blasts  at  face  of 
workings  and  12  persons  by  explosions  of  blasts  at  other  places.  Ex- 
plosions of  powder  and  dynamite  on  gangways  and  at  other  places 
killed  22  persons. 

Of  the  accidents  on  the  surface,  40  or  43.48  per  cent,  were  caused 
by  cars;  27  or  29.35  per  cent,  by  machinery,  and  25  or  27.17  per 
cent,  by  other  causes.  The  outside  accidents  should  also  be  reduced 
one-half. 

The  table  submitted  herewith  shows  the  accidents  in  each  inspec- 
tion district  by  falls  and  other  causes. 

In  addition  to  the  analysis  made  of  the  causes  of  accidents  inside 
the  mines,  statistics  are  given  herewith  from  the  reports  of  the  in- 
spectors relative  to  the  number  of  each  class  of  employes  killed  in- 
side the  mines. 

The  inspectors  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Department  are  re- 
quired to  give  a  brief  explanation  of  fatal  and  serious  accidents,  and 
to  state  whether  in  their  opinion  they  were  unavoidable  or  caused  by 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  victims  or  on  the  part  of  others.  If  an 
accident  was  caused  by  a  fall  of  coal,  slate  or  roof  they  state  where 
it  occurred,  whether  at  or  near  the  face  of  workings,  and  give  the 
name  of  the  vein  and  thickness  at  that  point.  If  an  accident  occurs 
by  an  explosion  of  gas,  they  state  the  time  when  it  occurred. 
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These  reports  show  as  follows.-  148  miners  killed  by  falls,  114  or 
77.03  per  cent,  of  whom  were  killed  at  face  of  workings,  19  or  12.84 
per  cent,  while  removing  pillars,  6  or  4.05  per  cent,  by  falls  on  gang- 
ways, 7  or  4.73  per  cent,  back  from  the  face  in  chambers,  1  or  .68  per 
cent  on  slope  and  1  or  .07  per  cent,  in  crosscuts.  Of  the  148  fatali- 
ties, 95  or  G4.19  per  cent,  were  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  victims, 
4  or  2.70  per  cent,  to  the  carelessness  of  others,  48  or  32.44  per  cent, 
were  unavoidable,  and  1  or  .67  per  cent,  responsibility  not  determined. 

7  miners  killed  by  mine  cars,  3  or  42.86  per  cent,  of  whom  were 
killed  on  gangways,  1  or  14.29  per  cent,  in  chamber,  2  or  28.57  per 
cent,  on  slopes,  and  1  or  14.28  per  cent,  at  bottom  of  slope.  Of  the 
7  fatalities,  5  or  71.43  per  cent,  were  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the 
victims,  and  2  or  28.57  i)er  cent,  were  unavoidable. 

2  miners  killed  by  electricity  on  slope,  both  by  the  carelessness  of 
others. 

11  miners  killed  by  explosions  of  gas,  2  or  18.18  per  cent,  of  whom 
were  killed  on  gangways,  8  or  72.73  per  cent,  in  chambers,  and  1  or 
9.09  per  cent,  in  old  workings.  Of  the  11  fatalities,  10  or  90.91  per 
cent,  were  due  to  the  carelessness  of  others,  and  1  or  9.09  per  cent, 
responsibility  not  determined. 

15  miners  killed  by  powder,  6  or  40  per  cent,  of  whom  were  killed 
at  face  of  workings,  6  or  40  per  cent,  in  crosscuts,  and  3  or  20  per 
cent,  location  not  given.  Of  the  15  fatalities,  12  or  80  per  cent,  were 
due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  victims,  2  or  13.33  per  cent,  to  the  care- 
lessness of  others,  and  1  or  6.67  per  cent,  was  unavoidable. 

48  miners  killed  by  blasts,  43  or  89.59  per  cent,  of  whom  were 
killed  at  face  of  workings,  4  or  8.33  per  cent,  on  gangways,  and  1  or 
2.08  per  cent,  while  robbing  pillars.  Of  the  48  fatalities,'  39  or  81.25 
per  cent,  were  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  victims,  1  or  2.09  per 
cent,  to  the  carelessness  of  others,  7  or  14.58  per  cent,  were  unavoid- 
able, and  1  or  2.08  per  cent,  responsibility  not  determined. 

2  miners  killed  by  falling  into  shafts ;  1  or  50  per  cent,  by  careless- 
ness of  victim,  and  1  or  50  per  cent,  was  unavoidable. 

4  miners  killed  by  falling  down  slopes,  et  cetera ;  3  or  75  per  cent, 
by  carelessness  of  victims,  and  1  or  25  per  cent,  was  unavoidable. 

4  miners  suffocated  by  gas ;  1  or  25  per  cent,  by  carelessness  of  vic- 
tim, and  3  or  75  per  cent,  by  carelessness  of  others. 

2  miners  killed  by  suffocation  in  chutes;  both  unavoidable. 

2  miners  killed ;  crushed  at  batteries ;  1  or  50  per  cent,  by  careless- 
ness of  victim,  and  1  or  50  per  cent,  was  unavoidable. 

3  miners  killed  by  rush  of  coal  from  face;  1  or  33.33  per  cent,  by 
carelessness  of  victim,  and  2  or  66.67  per  cent,  were  unavoidable. 

1  miner  killed ;  pierced  by  splinter  from  rail ;  blood  poison  ensued ; 
unavoidable. 

1  miner  killed ;  struck  by  pick ;  accident  due  to  carelessness  of  vic- 
tim. 

1  miner  killed ;  stTuck  by  piece  of  coal  from  car ;  unavoidable. 

1  miner  died  after  being  entombed  ;  unavoidable. 

1  miner  killed;  jumped  off  platform;  accident  due  to  carelessness 
of  victim. 

1  miner  killed ;  caught  between  rope  and  prop ;  unavoidable. 

The  total  number  of  miners  killed  was  254,  170  or  66.93  per  cent, 
of  whom  were  killed  through  their  own  carelessness,  12  or  4.72  per 
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cent,  through  the  carelessness  of  others,  G9  or  27.17  per  cent,  of  the 
accidents  were  unavoidable,  and  3  or  1.18  per  cent,  responsibility  not 
determined. 

94  laborers  killed  by  falls,  59  or  62.76  per  cent,  of  whom  were  killed 
at  face  of  workings,  12  or  12.77  per  cent,  while  removing  pillars ;  10 
or  10.64  per  cent,  by  falls  in  chambers ;  12  or  12.77  per  cent,  on  gang- 
ways, and  1  or  1.06  per  cent,  in  crosscuts.

51  other  persons  killed,  including  4  doorboys,  2  assistant  mine  fore- 
men, 2  brakemen,  1  loader,  2  patchers,  2  machinists,  2  couplers,  3 
engineers,  2  rei)airmen,  3  molormen,  1  topman,  1  pole-man,  1  trip- 
rider,  1  spragger,  1  footman,  2  fire  bosses,  1  driver  boss,  3  roadmen, 

1  rockman,  1  bratticeman,  1  pumpman,  1  docking  boss,  1  watchman, 
8  timbermen  and  4  starters.  Of  the  51  fatalities,  24  or  47.06  per  cent, 
were  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  victims,  4  or  7.84  per  cent,  to  the 
carelessness  of  others,  21  or  41.18  per  cent,  were  unavoidable,  and 

2  or  3.92  per  cent,  responsibility  not  determined. 

Of  the  509  accidents  that  occurred  inside  the  mines,  284  or  55.80 
per  cent,  are  attributed  to  the  carelessness  of  the  victims  themselves, 
53  or  10.41  per  cent,  to  the  carelessness  of  others,  161  or  31.63  per 
cent,  to  unavoidable  accidents,  and  11  or  2.16  per  cent  responsibility 
not  given. 

The  Department  of  Mines  has  frequently  been  censured  for  pub- 
lishing statistics  relating  to  accidents,  but  undoubtedly  they  should 
be  given  and  given  fully  and  correctly  without  fear  or  favor.  By 
treating  of  them  in  detail  it  is  hoped  that  aid  may  be  enlisted  from 
the  inspectors,  managers,  superintendents,  mine  foremen,  assistant 
mine  foremen,  fire  bosses  and  the  employes  themselves  to  bring  about 
a  reduction  in  the  number  of  fatalities  in  the  anthracite  mines  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

This  greatly  desired  consummation  would  more  easily  be  attained 
if  the  foreign  workers  in  the  mines  were  made  more  familiar  with  the 
English  language  so  that  they  might  understand  the  rules  of  the  mine 
and  the  laws  relating  to  safety  conditions.  It  would  be  vastly  help- 
ful if  only  the  most  intelligent  and  competent  persons  were  placed 
in  charge  of  the  mines  from  the  fire  boss  up  to  the  general  manager ; 
and  in  the  selection  of  inspectors  to  perform  the  important  and  ex- 
acting duties  of  supervision  of  the  mines  care  should  be  taken  to 
select  none  but  the  best  qualified  and  most  trustworthy  applicants.

MINERS'  EXAMINING  BOARDS 

The  issuing  of  certificates  of  qualification  to  miners  in  the  anthra- 
cite region  by  the  boards  designated  as  Miners'  Examining  Boards 
has  for  many  3^ears  been  a  matter  of  excessive  annoyance  to  the  De- 
partment and  the  cause  of  a  great  deal  of  public  criticism.  The 
charge  has  been  constantly  made  that  certificates  are  issued  illegally, 
that  is,  to  persons  utterly  unqualified  to  receive  them.  The  matter  has 
at  various  times  been  discussed  in  the  reports  of  the  Department, 
and  it  has  been  suggested  and  urged  that  some  legislative  action  be 
taken  to  stop  the  reprehensible  traffic  in  these  official  documents.  It 
is  an  indisputable  fact  that  in  many  instances  fees  have  been  ac- 
cepted and  certificates  issued  to  applicants  regardless  of  their  quali- 
fications, the  object  seeming  to  be  a  mere  matter  of  gain  on  the  part 
of  the  Examining  Boards.  This  condition,  of  course,  is  greatly  to  be 
deplored,  because  the  dangers  attending  the  mining  of  coal  are  nu- 
merous enough  and  great  enough  without  the  added  menace  of  in- 
competent workmen.  The  Department  has  advocated  the  repeal  of 
the  present  law  and  the  enactment  of  legislation  that  would  render 
it  impossible  for  any  Examining  Board  to  issue  certificates  to  un- 
qualified persons. 

This  outrageous  use  of  power  on  the  part  of  the  Examining  Boards 
has  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  certificates  to  tens  of  thousands  of 
persons  who  are  not  entitled  to  them.  The  abuse  in  some  places  has 
been  so  great  that  more  certificates  have  been  issued  than  there  were 
miners  in  the  district  over  which  the  Boards  had  jurisdiction.  By 
reference  to  Table  A  printed  herewith,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were 
last  year  12,489  miners  employed  in  the  Counties  of  Lackawanna,  Sus- 
quehanna, Wayne,  and  Sullivan ;  16,297  in  Luzerne  County ;  10,156 
in  Schuylkill,  Carbon,  Columbia  and  Dauphin  Counties,  and  4,709  in 
Northumberland  County,  a  total  of  43,  657,  in  addition  to  which  32,040 
miners'  laborers  were  employed.  The  reports  of  the  iMiners'  Examin- 
ing Boards  of  Lackawanna,  Susquehanna,  Wayne  and  Sullivan  Coun- 
ties show  that  7,017  miners'  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year 
or  about  55  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  miners  in  those  counties, 
indicating  that  an  incredible  number  Avere  new  men  or  that  many 
of  the  old  men  were  re-examined.  In  Luzerne  County,  where  the 
number  of  miners  employed  was  16,207,  the  Boards  granted  16,465 
certificates  or  168  more  than  the  whole  number  of  miners  employed. 
In  Schuylkill,  Carbon,  Columbia,  Dauphin  and  Northumberland  Coun- 
ties, where  14,865  miners  were  employed,  only  868  certificates  were 
issued. 

While  not  desiring  to  criticise  the  action  of  the  Boards,  it  may 
be  stated  with  assurance  that  not  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  miners  in  the 
hard  coal  region  can  speak  the  English  language  with  enough  fluency 
to  enable  them  to  pass  an  honest  and  satisfactory  examination. 

Every  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  qualification  should  be  com- 
pelled to  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  worked  at  least  Iavo 
years  in  the  Anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania  and  have  suffi- 
cient knowledge  of  the  English  language  to  answer  twelve  questions 
intelligently  and  understand  the  instructions  of  the  foreman  or  other 
person  in  charge.     The  Department  has  in  previous  reports  recom- 
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mended  that  there  should  be  a  Board  of  three  members  in  each  in- 
spection district,  of  which  the  inspector  of  the  district  should  be  an 
ex-officio  member.  The  Boards  should  be  required  to  send  to  the 
Department  of  Mines  all  papers  pertaining  to  the  examination,  in- 
cluding the  answers  of  the  applicants  and  the  printed  questions  and 
answers  as  prepared  by  the  Boards.  The  Department  should  then 
issue  certificates  to  the  successful  candidates,  properly  attested  by 
the  Department  seal.  The  report  of  each  Board,  giving  the  names  of 
the  successful  applicants,  should  be  signed  by  all  the  members  of 
the  Board  while  in  session  and  countersigned  by  the  mine  inspector 
of  the  district.  As  suggested  in  previous  reports  of  the  Department, 
the  Boards  should  be  paid  by  the  State  and  the  fees  collected  should 
be  transmitted  to  the  State  Treasurer  less  the  cost  of  issuing  the 
certificates.  If  this  were  done,  there  would  be  no  inducements  for 
the  Boards  to  pass  unqualified  applicants. 

In  this  connection  the  expenses  attending  the  examinations  should 
be  considered,  and  for  the  enlightenment  of  the  readers  of  this  article 
several  of  the  reports  of  the  Examining  Boards  have  been  arranged 
and  printed  herewith.

WORK  OF  THE  MINE  INSPECTORS 

The  work  of  the  Inspectors  has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  They  have  made  every  effort  to  secure  strict  compliance  with 
the  mining  laws,  and  the  result  has  been  such  as  to  commend  their 
work  to  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines. 

During  the  year  they  spent  3,022  days  inspecting  mines ;  143  days 
inspecting  machinery  and  plants;  507  days  investigating  accidents; 
94  days  attending  inquests;  1,151  days  at  office  work;  32  days  in- 
specting maps  and  plans;  325^  days  in  consultation  on  mining  mat- 
ters ;  10  days  in  consultation  on  legal  matters ;  238  days  traveling  on 
duty ;  229  days  on  sick  list ;  136  days  legal  holidays ;  71  days  attending 
court ;  24  days  on  private  business ;  114  days  on  vacation ;  36|  days 
attending  funerals;  22^  days  at  mine  fires;  7  days  absent  on  account 
of  deaths  in  families ;  2  days  sickness  in  families ;  123^  days  on  Mine 
Foremen's  Examining  Boards;  26  days  attending  Mining  Congress 5

NOTE:  The  above  table  sliows  that  in  1881,  22,809  miners  and  16,726  miners'  laborers  were 
employed  an  average  of  221  days,  and  that  138,181  tons  of  coal  were  produced  each  day  worked. 
In  1891,  30,552  miners  and  19,590  miners'  laborers  were  emjiloyed  an  average  of  213  days,  and 
208,339  tons  were  produced  each  day  worked.  The  increase  in  tbe  number  of  miners  and  miners' 
laborers  was  20.83  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  in  production  per  day  was  50.77  per  cent.  In 
1901,  37,804  miners  and  26,265  miners'  laborers  were  employed  an  average  of  195  days  and 
307,210  tons  were  produced  each  day  worked.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  miners  and  miners' 
laborers  was  27.77  per  cent. ,  while  the  increase  in  the  production  per  day  was  47.45  per  cent. 
During  1910,  43,651  miners  and  a2,040  miners'  laborers  were  employed  an  average  of  212  days, 
and  the  production  per  day  was  352,443  tons.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  miners  and 
miners'  laborers  over  1901  is  15.46  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  in  the  production  per  day  is 
only  14.72  per  cent.  The  number  of  miners  and  miners"  laborers  in  181)1  was  50,142;  in  1910  the 
number  was  75,691,  an  increase  of  50.95  per  cent.,  wliile  tlic  increase  in  production  of  coal 
per  day  was  69.16  per  cent.

Coal  Brook  Colliery. — Six  6-ton  electric  motors  added  to  present 
power  for  transporting  coal  inside,  which  dispenses  with  compressed 
air  plant;  150  horse  power  electric  hoist  operating  slope  and  plane 
1,000  feet  in  length  delivering  coal  to  main  locomotive  road  to  break- 
er, 200  horse  power  electric  motor  for  driving  20-foot  fan,  replacing 
steam  engine  power;  50  horse  power  electric  hoist  to  replace  a  10 
by  12  inch  double  engine  driven  by  compressed  air.  Concrete  base 
for  supply  house  28  by  60  feet  for  storing  supplies. 

Powderly  Colliery. — ^A  12-ton  locomotive  added  to  present  power 
for  hauling  coal  from  No.  1  Carbondale  mine  to  Powderly  breaker. 
2,000  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  laid  for  slushing  of  culm  under  the  Lacka- 
wanna river  to  secure  the  roof  in  this  locality.  Three  6-ton  electric 
motors,  with  drum  attachments,  to  draw  up  and  lower  cars  from 
face  of  chambers,  in  Carbondale  No.  1  mine,  which  dispenses  with 
eighteen  mules.  Two  rock  tunnels,  7  by  12  feet  in  section  and  600 
feet  long,  driven  through  fault  opening  large  track  of  coal  on  south 
side.  No.  1  Carbondale  mine;  and  one  blacksmith  shop,  concrete  base, 
24  by  50  feet,  erected  at  same  mine. 

Jermyn  Colliery. — Eock  plane,  7  by  15  feet  in  section  and  200  feet 
long,  driven  through  fault  for  developing  coal  on  west  side.  Genera- 
tor 250  horse  power,  750  amperes,  installed  for  furnishing  additional* 
power.  Driving  a  rock  plane  from  the  bottom  to  top  split  of  the 
Grassy  vein  7  by  15  feet  in  section,  800  feet  long  at  present  time.  35 
horse  power  electric  hoist  installed  for  lowering  and  hoisting  sup- 
plies at  east  side  opening,  dispensing  with  double  steam  engine  10  by 
12  inch  cylinders. 

Clinton  Colliery. — Rock  slope  7  by  12  feet  in  section  and  300  feet 
long  for  extension  of  rope  haulage  from  top  to  bottom  vein.  Slope  in 
Clifford  vein  driven  800  feet  to  present  time,  to  open  new  level  of 
coal.  One  Duplex  Jeanesville  pump  installed  in  River  slope  deliver- 
ing water  through  a  12-inch  bore  hole  to  surface. 

White  Oak  Colliery. — 10-foot  Buffalo  steel  fan  installed,  driven  by 
a  steam  engine  14  x  16  inch  cylinders  at  No.  6  tunnel.  Slope  8  by  11 
feet  in  section  in  progress  of  sinking.  Fan  shaft  12  by  12  in  section 
and  65  feet  deep  for  ventilation  of  this  slope.  Engine  plane  1,000 
feet  long  is  being  constructed  to  deliver  coal  to  surface. 
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HILLSIDE   COAL  AND  IRON  COMPANY 

Forest  City  Colliery. — A  new  brick  hose  house  has  been  built  for 
a  meeting  place  for  the  officials  of  the  company  and  First  Aid  So- 
ciet}^  size  52  hy  32  feet.  A  brick  supply  house  has  been  erected.  A 
new  engine  house  has  been  built  and  a  pair  of  engines  for  operating 
Clark  vein  slope  installed  ;  also  a  pair  of  14  by  30  inch  cylinder  engines 
erected  near  head  of  rock  slope,  Clilford  shaft.  These  engines  will 
be  used  to  operate  a  new  steam  plane  recently  completed  in  Bottom 
Dunmore  vein,  east  side,  and  also  to  drop  the  coal  from  the  first 
Dunmore  vein  to  the  Bottom  Dunmore  vein  by  way  of  rock  slope. 
The  fan  house,  air  duct,  etc.,  at  Clifford  shaft  have  been  improved, 
resulting  in  improved  ventilation.  The  fan  previously  ventilating  the 
Clark  vein,  No.  2  shaft  was  connected  to  the  Dunmore  vein,  alone, 
improving  the  ventilation.  The  fan  formerly  ventilating  the  Forest 
City  slope  is  connected  to  the  Clark  vein,  which  is  an  improvement. 
Two  batteries  of  return  tubular  boilers,  600  horse  power,  installed 
at  No.  2  shaft  boiler  plant  and  housed  by  a  corrugated  iron  build- 
ing. A  rock  slope  has  been  driven  from  the  top  to  bottom  split  Clark 
vein  No.  2  shaft,  and  an  electric  hoist  installed,  to  eliminate  a  heavy 
grade  on  haulage  road  and  relieve  a  section  of  pillars.  A  new  motor 
road  to  a  point  near  foot  of  Clifford  shaft  has  been  graded  and  com- 
pleted. The  purpose  is  to  take  all  the  Clifford  shaft  coal  to  foot  of 
No.  2  shaft. 

Erie  Colliery. — The  extensive  repairs  to  the  breaker  begun  in  1909 
were  completed  and  operations  resumed  February  16,  1910.  The  two 
shafts  at  the  Glenwood  that  had  been  al)andoned  were  filled  with 
rock  and  culm  to  protect  the  workings  from  danger  from  the  Lacka- 
wanna river  at  this  point.  A  number  of  air  bridges  and  walls  have 
been  built  with  a  view  of  improving  the  ventilation,  which  was  badly 
needed. 

T  expect  that  in  the  near  future,  the  collieries  of  the  Hillside  Coal 
aud  Iron  Company,  which  have  been  in  a  condition  far  from  satis- 
factory relative  to  ventilation,  will  be  among  the  best  ventilated  mines 
in  the  district,  and  credit  will  thei\.  be  given  the  officials  who  are 
endeavoring  to  bring  this  change  about.

— The  Sterrick  Creek  breaker,  which  was 
destroyed  by  fire  October  26,  1909,  was  rebuilt  and  began  preparing 
coal  November  7,  1910.  The  structure  is  92  feet  by  107  feet,  and  123 
feet  6  inches  in  height.  The  entire  frame  of  the  breaker  is  of  struc- 
tural steel  and  the  outside  covering  is  of  heavy  galvanized  corrugated 
steel,  carried  by  steel  angle  studding.  Fenestra  steel  standard  win- 
dow sash  was  used,  and  the  breaker  is  usually  well  lighted.  The  old 
breaker  was  built  over  Ko.  1  shaft,  and  the  new  breaker  was  erected 
seventy  feet  from  the  shaft,  necessitating  the  relaying  and  regrading 
of  all  tracks,  and  also  the  removal  of  both  light  and  loaded  scales. 

A  brick  engine  house,  60  feet  by  48  feet  6  inches,  with  steel  roof, 
has  been  erected,  containing  one  pair  of  20  by  42  inch  Putnam-Corliss 
engines,  which  drive  the  breaker,  the  transmission  being  by  ten  wraps 
of  If-inch  manilla  rope  drive,  American  system.  This  engine  house 
also  contains  one  pair  of  22  by  30  inch  geared  engines  for  the  shaft 
hoist;  one  pair  of  10^  by  12  inch  geared  hoisting  engines  for  the 
culm  plane,  and  one  3  by  18  inch  engine,  with  IJ-inch  manilla  rope 
drive  to  the  head  of  the  breaker,  driving  a  rivetless  chain  convej^or, 
282  feet  centers,  with  flights  48  by  54  inch  centers,  which  conveys 
the  coal  from  a  steam  cross-over  tip  to  the  head  of  the  breaker. 

Adjoining  this  engine  house  and  in  course  of  erection  is  a  brick 
and  concrete  fan  house;  containing  a  high  speed  fan,  10  feet  by  3 
feet,  driven  by  a  14|  by  15  inch  automatic  engine. 

A  new  steel  head  frame  has  been  erected  over  the  No.  1  shaft. 

The  breaker  is  equipped  with  a  B.  G.  Carpenter  and  Company  ex- 
haust fan  system  for  removing  the  dust. 

The  breaker  has  a  capacity  of  2,600  tons  per  day.

At  No.  4  shaft  the  boiler  plant  has  been  increased  by  adding  one 
and  a  half  sets  of  Babcock  and  Wilson  boilers,  450  horse  power. 
The  ventilating  fan  has  been  rebuilt.  The  wooden  connection  from 
the  shaft  to  fan  has  been  replaced  with  brick  and  concrete,  and  the 
rest  of  the  building  made  fireproof.  A  large  Jeanesville  pump  has 
been  installed  in  the  14  foot  vein,  which  delivers  the  water  to  the  sur- 
face. 

No.  6  Colliery. — A  power  saw  was  erected  to  saw  the  props  for 
the  mines.  A  new  washery  has  been  erected  in  connection  with  the 
breaker  to  handle  the  tonage  and  the  culm  from  the  bank.  One 
battery  of  Maxim  Sterling  boilers,  330  horse  power,  was  added  to 
the  boiler  plant,  and  the  boiler  house  remodeled,  and  also  the  boilers 
to  the  Dutch  oven  type. 
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A  new  slope,  12  by  8  feet,  has  been  sunk  from  the  surface  to  the 
Diamond  vein,  west  of  No.  6  shaft,  a  distance  of  300  feet.  A  rock 
tunnel  was  driven  in  No.  6  shaft  to  the  14  foot  vein,  to  tap  the 
water  in  the  old  No.  2  slope  workings. 

In  No.  5  shaft  a  new  concrete  mule  barn  was  built  that  will  take 
care  of  fifty  mules. 

For  the  purpose  of  rendering  more  effective  and  complete  the  work 
of  their  first  aid  teams,  which  have  already  attained  a  remarkable 
degree  of  proficiency,  developed  by  the  monthly  lectures  given  by 
Drs.  Shields  and  Mahon,  and  also  at  the  annual  contests  in  which 
the  best  teams  only  participate,  the  management  of  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Hillside  Coal  and  Iron  Companies  installed  in  April  a  rescue 
station  centrally  located  at  No.  7  Junction,  in  the  South  Pittston 
District,  for  use  at  all  of  their  collieries,  covering  a  territory  extend- 
ing from  Plains,  Luzerne  county,  to  Forest  City,  Susquehanna  county. 
The  equipment  consists  of  four  Draeger  helmets  and  the  following 
accessories:  Two  large  oxygen  cylinders,  three  Draeger  electric  hand- 
lamps,  one  small  re-charging  device,  one  Draeger  refilling  pump  for 
refilling  the  small  oxygen  cylinder  that  is  carried  on  the  back,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  Draeger  potash  cartridges,  200  cubic  feet  of  pure 
oxygen.  This  sui)ply  of  oxygen  is  considered  sufficient  to  meet  any 
emergency  that  is  likely  to  arise. 

The  installation  of  this  life-saving  apparatus  by  the  progressive 
management  shows  their  unceasing  efforts  to  prevent  mine  accidents 
and  also  to  give  those  who  may  become  victims  of  such  accidents  the 
most  efficient  and  uj)-to-date  means  of  rescue,  and  at  the  same  time 
protect  the  lives  of  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  rescuing  life  and 
preserving  property. 

The  rescue  station  crew  consists  of  twelve  men  picked  from  the 
officers  of  the  company,  who  live  in  close  proximity  to  the  rescue 
station.  These  men  are  trained  specially  in  the  use  of  the  helmets 
and  first  aid  work,  and  are  salaried  men,  available  at  all  times  for 
rescue  work  at  any  of  the  operations  under  the  company. 

HILLSIDE   COAL  AND   IRON  COMPANY 

Butler  Colliery. — Built  a  new  brick  addition  35  by  50  feet  to  the 
power  house,  and  installed  one  360  horse  power  engine,  one  250  K.  W, 
generator,  and  one  100  horse  power  engine  for  additional  lighting 
purposes.  The  boiler  plant  was  increased  with  600  horse  power  W. 
&  B.  boilers.  Built  a  brick  and  sand  house  17  by  20  feet,  and  one 
stone  oil  house  16  by  18  feet.  A  new  steel  tower  was  erected  over 
the  Thomas  shaft.  A  rock  tunnel  was  driven  in  the  Thomas  shaft 
from  the  middle  split  to  the  top  split  of  Bed  Ash  vein,  with  a  view 
of  robbing  the  pillars.  A  Sullivan  undercutting  machine  was  in- 
stalled on  trial  and  proved  very  successful  nnd  has  been  in  operation 
for  three  months  undercutting  the  Four  Foot  vein  or  top  split  of 
the  Bed  Ash.  At  Fern  wood  a  new  slope  was  driven  from  the  sur- 
face to  the  foot  of  No.  1  old  slope,  which  has  been  abandoned.  The 
engine  house,  boiler  jdant  and  electric  plant  were  disposed  of.  A 
new  boiler  house  and  four  return  tubular  boilers  and  an  engine 
house  42  by  24  feet  were  erected  for  the  new  slope.  The  electric 
plant  having  been  abandoned  the  electricity  is  now  carried  from 
the  Butler  colliery,  alternating  current,  and  a  sub-station  installed 
in  the  mines  to  furnish  electricity  for  the  whole  plant.     A  tunnel 
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was  driven  from  the  foot  of  the  new  slope  to  the  Boss  vein  slope  and 
a  tunnel  driven  from  the  Eoss  vein  slope  to  the  Eed  Ash  to  connect 
to  the  rock  tunnel  heading.  A  plane  was  driven  from  the  rock  tun- 
nel heading  to  the  surface  to  take  the  coal  through  the  Fernwood 
mines  from  the  Clarence  slope,  which  now  goes  to  the  Butler  breaker. 
A  blacksmith  shop  and  supply  house  15  by  50  feet  has  been  built 
at  the  Clarence. 

YOST    MINING    COMPANY 

Yost  Colliery. — A  new  slope  8  by  10  feet  was  sunk  from  the  sur- 
face through  the  rock  to  the  Marcy  vein,  a  distance  of  125  feet. 
It  was  completed  in  January,  1910.  It  is  located  in  the  borough 
of  Yates vi lie,  Luzerne  county.  A  breaker,  with  a  capacity  of  200 
tons  per  day,  was  erected  and  completed  April  2,  to  prepare  the  coal 
for  market.  The  breaker  is  installed  with  the  latest  machinery  for 
preparing  and  cleaning  the  coal,  and  everything  being  carefully  cov- 
ered or  protected  by  fencing.  The  machinery  is  run  by  electricity 
furnished  by  the  Citizens  Electric  Light  Company,  of  Pittston.  The 
prepared  coal  is  shipped  over  the  Erie  Railroad  to  market,  a  branch 
having  been  laid  a  distance  of  3,000  feet,  from  the  Erie  road  to 
breaker,  by  the  Yost  Mining  Company.  The  second  opening  to  the 
slope  was  completed  in  July  as  a  temporary  opening,  until  the  main 
second  opening,  which  is  in  course  of  driving,  is  completed. 


MINE  FOREMEN'S  EXAMINATIONS

fication as  mine  foremen  and  assistant  mine  foremen  was  held  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms,  Pittston,  April  19  and  20.

Explosion  of  Gas  at  South  Wilkes-Barre  No.  5.  Colliery 

On  March  12  an  explosion  of  gas  at  the  South  Wilkes-Barre  No.  5 
Colliery  of  the  Lehigh  and  Wilkes-Barre  Coal  Company  caused  the 
death  of  seven  men. 

The  colliery  had  been  idle  for  three  days,  but  a  number  of  men 
under  the  direction  of  the  mine  foreman  and  the  fire  boss  had 
worked  all  day  until  shortly  after  4:30  p.  m.  on  plane  and  plane  air- 
way, where  the  explosion  occurred.  The  fire  boss  was  the  last 
man  to  leave  the  place,  and  upon  examination  he  found  both  places 
free  of  gas.  His  other  duties  were  to  see  that  no  fire  or  feeders  were 
left  burning  after  the  day  shift;  also  to  see  that  all  doors  aff'ecting 
the  ventilation  in  this  part  of  the  mine  were  closed.  He  walked 
behind  the  day  shift  men  all  the  way  out  to  foot  of  shaft  where 
the  fire  boss's  shanty  is  located.  Here  he  gave  the  charge-man  of 
the  night  shift  a  safety  lamp  and  reported  both  places  free  of  gas. 
The  work  they  were  engaged  in  was  moving  a  compressed  air  hoist- 
ing engine  from  its  old  location  to  a  point  further  up  the  plane, 
so  as  to  make  it  available  for  hoisting  from  new  levels  located  above 
those  from  which  it  had  been  drawing  coal. 

Parallel  to  the  plane  was  the  plane  airway  connected  with  the 
plane  by  a  heading  about  ninety  feet  apart.  All  but  the  upper  head- 
ing had  stoppings  in  them.  This  upper  heading  was  quite  close  to 
the  face,  and  a  board  brattice  extended  from  it  to  a  point  about 
eight  feet  from  the  face.  The  normal  air  current  through  this  air 
course  was  1.3,000  cubic  feet  per  minute,  amply  sufficient  to  dilute 
and  carry  off  all  gas  evolved  there. 

The  night  shift  consisted  of  eight  men.  all  of  whom  were  English 
speaking  men  of  more  than  average  intelligence.  When  they  reached 
the  fire  boss's  shanty,  the  fire  boss,  although  aware  that  the  place 
made  gas,  told  them  that  when  he  left  it,  the  place  was  safe.  But 
to  make  absolutely  sure,  he  cautioned  them  to  examine  it  with 
safety  lamps  before  attempting  to  use  their  naked  lights.  When 
they  reached  the  foot  of  the  plane  airway,  one  of  the  men  was  sent 
back  for  some  tools  that  were  required,  and  the  other  seven  went  up. 

As  the  seven  men  who  went  up  the  plane  airway,  which  was  the 
intake  from  the  foot  of  the  shaft,  were  all  killed,  there  is  no  evi- 
dence as  to  how  the  explosion  occurred.  However,  when  the  bodies 
were  recovered  it  was  found  that  the  safety  lamps  had  not  been 
used,  but  were  in  the  coat  pockets  of  the  men,  so  that  the  accident 
w^as  due  to  the  failure  to  follow  the  fire  boss's  instructions.  That 
it  was  not  a  i)articularly  severe  ex])losion  was  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  men  were  but  slightly  burned.  An  examination  showed  that 
they  had  all  been  killed  b}*  after-damp,  resultant  from  the  explo- 
sion. It  is  probable  that  the  explosion,  which  blew  out  several  of 
the  plank  stoppings  on  the  headings,  was  heavy  enough  to  knock 
them  down  and  stun  them,  and  that  before  they  could  regain  their 
senses  the  deadly  after-damp  killed  them. 
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As  soon  as  knowledge  of  the  accident  reached  the  officials  a  rescue 
corps  equipped  Avith  Draeger  helmets  attempted  to  reached  the 
men,  but  the  knocking  out  of  the  stoppings  on  the  headings  had 
short  circuited  the  air  current,  and,  as  a  result,  the  heated  atmos- 
phere in  the  upper  section  of  the  air  course  remained  and  rendered 
it  so  hot  that  the  rescue  party  could  not  enter.  After  the  air  cur- 
rent had  been  restored  to  its  usual  course  the  hot  air  was  driven  off 
and  the  bodies  recovered.  Notwithstanding  the  fire  due  to  the  igni- 
tion of  the  gas  and  the  heat  engendered,  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  all  of  the  men  could  have  escaped  if  they  had  not  been  stunned, 
because  an  examination  of  the  bodies  shoAved  but  comparatively 
slight  burns,  and  the  brattice  boards  and  stoppings  showed  no  signs 
of  scorching.  The  only  way  in  which  the  gas  could  accumulate  was 
by  the  temporary  baffling  of  the  air-current.  It  is  the  Avriter's 
theory  that  the  few  changes  in  doors  and  stoppings  that  were  made 
shortly  before  the  day  shift  left  that  day,  allowing  more  leakage  in 
the  new  stopping,  caused  diminution  of  the  normal  current  in  this 
particular  split.  The  result  was  an  accumulation  of  gas  in  an  ex- 
plosive condition,  just  as  the  men  reached  the  point  near  where 
they  were  to  commence  work.  This  would  have  been  detected  and 
the  accident  prevented,  had  they  heeded  the  instructions  of  the  lire 
boss,  and  used  their  safety  lamps.

Mineral  Spring  coal  was  prepared  at 
this  place.  Repairs  to  the  breaker  were  made  and  a  complete  fire 
alarm  system  installed. 

An  extra  pump  was  placed  in  the  river  pump  house,  Avhich  has  been 
remodeled  and  enlarged.  A  series  of  test  holes  for  proving  the  rock 
cover  in  the  river  district  was  drilled.  Inside:  The  driving  of  No.  22 
slope  from  the  Midvale  pump  lift  to  the  surface  at  the  machine  shop 
was  started.  In  the  Five  Foot  vein  a  new  slope  was  also  started  and 
two  new  slopes  in  the  Baltimore  vein  were. driven.  In  the  Red  Ash 
vein  a  new  electric  hoist  on  No.  18  slope  was  installed,  and  also  an 
electric  haulage  on  the  second  lift  east  off  No.  11  slope.  In  the  lower 
Baltimore  shaft  level  east,  electric  haulage  was  installed  with  one  new 
motor.  Extensive  improvement  of  the  Baltimore  vein  mule  barn 
were  carried  on.  The  securing  of  the  foot  of  the  Oakwood  shaft  with 
reinforced  concrete  and  'M"  beams  was  started. 
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Heni-y — Outside:  A  series  of  test  holes  to  prove  the  rock  cover 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  river  was  drilled.  The  proving  of  the  Five 
Foot  vein  by  test  holes  wc'st  of  Hancock  Station  was  also  carried  on. 
The  removal  of  the  Enterprise  culm  bank  east  of  the  Plank  Koad  has 
been  completed,  the  culm  having  been  hauled  to  Henr}^  and  put 
through  the  washery,  which  has  since  been  torn  down.  The  old 
wooden  bridge  over  the  main  line  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Eailroad 
was  also  removed.  The  concrete  and  brick  work  for  three  new  boiler 
stacks  has  been  completed.  A  new  feed  water  heater  has  been  in- 
stalled and  the  water  lines  and  the  location  of  the  fire  pump  have 
been  changed.  Disposition  of  boiler  ashes  has  been  made  by  flushing 
them  into  the  workings.  The  hoisting  of  coal  in  the  Wyoming  shaft 
has  been  discontinued,  the  coal  going  up  the  Henry  shaft. 

The  appearance  of  the  colliery  yard  has  been  improved  somewhat 
by  building  concrete  retaining  walls. 

Inside:  The  head  of  No.  11  slope,  Henry  shaft,  has  been  extended 
188  feet  through  the  fault  to  the  Skidmore  vein.  The  foot  of  the 
slope  has  been  extended  320  feet  through  the  rock  to  the  Marcy 
vein  in  No.  6  slope  district. 

In  order  to  connect  the  Wyoming  and  Henry  shafts.  No.  35  slope 
was  driven  for  a  distance  of  427  feet  in  the  lower  Baltimore  vein. 
No.  28  slope  in  the  Eed  Ash  vein  was  also  extended.  A  sub-slope 
for  No.  28  slope  in  the  Ked  Ash  vein  was  started  to  develop  the 
northeast  portion  of  the  property.  A  concrete  steel  air  bridge  was 
built  over  No.  35  slope.  A  motor  haulage  was  installed  in  the  Eed 
Ash  vein  and  high  pressure  air  line  laid  for  same.  A  haulage  con- 
centration is  contemplated  which,  when  completed,  will  bring  all  the 
coal  heretofore  hoisted  up  the  Henry  and  Wyoming  shafts  up  the 
Eed  Ash  shaft. 

For  this  purpose,  Nos.  67  and  69  tunnels  are  being  driven  from  the 
Marcy  landing  in  the  shaft  to  the  head  of  No.  11  slope  in  the  Henry 
Lower  Baltimore  vein.  No.  68  tunnel  was  driven  to  connect  with 
No.  2  or  Tender  shaft.  No.  35  slope  is  also  a  part  of  this  scheme. 
A  Avater  concentration  scheme  is  also  under  way.  A  central  pumping 
plant  is  being  installed  at  the  foot  of  the  Eed  Ash  shaft,  which  will 
handle  the  water  from  the  Eed  Ash,  Henry  and  Wyoming,  and 
eventually  the  Maltby  water.  This  scheme  will  also  put  out  of  serv- 
ice the  various  small  pumps  scattered  throughout  the  workings.  In 
this  connection  the  following  work  has  been  done: 

The  Eed  Ash  pump  room  was  enlarged  by  blowing  coal  and  top 
rock.  Concrete  side  walls  and  floor,  and  reinforced  concrete  roof 
with  "I"  beams,  were  put  in.  A  pump  well  and  ditch  to  the  same 
were  also  made,  and  the  sump  cleaned  and  enlarged.  Concrete  side 
walls  with  "I"  beams  to  support  the  roof  were  put  in  the  heading 
that  leads  from  the  sump  to  the  shaft.  In  order  to  ventilate  the 
pump  room,  a  heading  was  driven  from  the  shaft  level. 

Work  on  the  erection  of  a  Jeanesville  triple  expansion  pump 
18-28-48  by  14  by  36  was  started. 

The  following  drainage  holes  were  also  drilled  in  connection  with 
this  scheme:  One  12  inch  hole  from  the  Lower  Baltimore  to  the 
Eed  Ash  vein;  one  8  inch  hole  from  the  Five  Foot  to  the  Lower  Bal- 
timore vein,  and  an  8  inch  hole  from  the  Marc}'  to  the  Eed  Ash 
vein. 

In  order  to  prove  a  fault  an  inside  diamond  drill  hole  was  drilled 
from  the  Five  Foot  to  the  Hillman  vein. 
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Dorrance  Colliery. — Outside:  The  dust  collector  at  the  breaker 
was  remodeled.  A  new  addition  to  the  compressor  house  for  the 
dynamo  was  built  and  a  new  drum  on  the  Ked  Ash  shaft  engine  in- 
stalled. A  series  of  test  holes  for  proving  the  rock  cover  in  the 
river  bed  was  drilled. 

In  the  breaker  a  complete  fire  alarm  system  was  installed. 

Inside:  Concrete  steel  roof  supports  were  continued  at  the  Hill- 
man  Foot  of  Shaft,  and  grading  the  head  of  No.  24  slope  in  the 
Ked  Ash  vein  was  practically  completed.  A  new  electric  hoist  and 
"1"  beam  roof  supports  were  installed.  Electric  haulage  was  in- 
stalled in  the  Hillman  vein  No.  21  slope  district,  using  one  motor. 
In  the  Eed  Ash  vein  the  electric  haulage  was  extended  and  a  new 
motor  installed.  Three  new  planes  were  graded  in  the  Upper  veins 
on  the  east  side  of  the  shaft  and  two  electric  hoists  were  installed. 

Diamond  drill  proving  of  the  fault  in  No,  6  Extension  slope  was 
continued.  A  new  tunnel  to  shorten  haulage  in  the  Bennett  and 
Cooper  veins  was  started  and  Nos.  13  and  23  slopes  in  tlie  Eed 
Ash  vein  were  extended. 

Franklin  Colliery,— Outside:  Extensive  improvement  to  the 
breaker  were  made,  practically  rebuilding  same.  A  new  engine  house 
was  built  for  No.  10  slope.  Diamond  drill  provings  for  the  Five 
Foot  sump  veins  in  the  Gin  and  Brown  Slope  basins  were  carried 
on.  A  second  opening  shaft  to  the  Snake  Island  vein  was  sunk 
and  concreted. 

Preparations  were  made  to  silt  the  liowkley  vein,  and  about  1,UU() 
feet  of  wooden  silt  line  laid.  A  complete  tire  alarm  system  was  in- 
stalled in  breaker,  and  to  the  equipment  was  added  lUO  new  stand- 
ard steel  under-frame  ears. 

Inside:  In  the  Bottom  Ash  vein  a  new  slant  slope  was  started 
to  develop  the  northern  section  of  the  property.  A  new  slope  in  the 
Skidmore  vein  was  also  driven  in  No,  4  tunnel  workings.  Diamond 
drill  provings  for  the  Koss  vein  in  No.  4  tunnel  were  carried  on. 
Silting  was  continued  in  the  rock  slope  district.  A  new  manway  for 
No.  9  slope  in  the  Tojj  Eed  Ash  vein  was  completed.  In  these  work- 
ings No,  26  tunnel  with  a  length  of  230  and  290  feet  respectively 
was  driven  from  the  Bottom  Five  Foot  to  the  Hillman  and  Bowkley 
veins  in  the  Long  Slope  workings.  Work  on' the  new  concrete  barn 
in  the  Eock  Slope  was  started.  It  is  the  intention  to  install  on 
No.  25  tunnel  level  a  new  12  by  32  by  30  Scranton  pump. 

Warrior  Eun  Colliery. — Inside:  A  new  second  opening  plane  from 
"B"  to  "C"  veins  in  the  robbing  section  was  started,  and  also  the 
reopening  of  lifts  oft'  No.  1  slope.  Good  progi'ess  was  made  pumping 
water  from  No.  2  slope,  which  has  been  flooded  on  account  of  fire. 

Outside:  A  new  slope  was  sunk  from  the  surface  to  the  Hillman 
vein  and  100  feet  of  concrete  roof  supports  installed.  A  trestle,  dump 
and  siding  from  Lehigh  Vallej^  Eailroad  were  constructed  and  an 
engine  with  1400  feet  of  G  foot  steam  line  installed. 
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Hillman  Vein  Colliery. — The  inside  slope  was  extended  264  feet 
and  a  325  horse  power  electrical  hoist  installed.

Outside:  Installed  an  entire  new  boiler  plant  of  1,200  horsepower, 
Babcock  and  Wilcox  tubular  boilers;  also  one  400  K.  W.  generator 
in  brick  engine  house. 

Erected  one  steel  carpenter  and  blacksmith  shop  32  by  62,  and 
installed  one  Parish  shaker  5  feet  by  15  feet.

Explosion  of  Gas  at  Pettebone  Colliery 

On  February  22  an  explosion  of  gas  occurred  in  the  Bennett  vein, 
Pettebone  Colliery,  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  by  which  Michael  Lavelle  and  William  Urban  were 
fatally  burned,  and  George  Fulton,  John  S.  Davis,  and  John  E. 
Jones  seriously  injured.  The  men  were  engaged  in  driving  a  short 
rock  tunnel  from  the  Bennett  vein  to  the  Cooper  vein,  old  workings, 
to  be  used  as  a  return  airway  for  a  new  rock  tunnel  that  was  driven 
to  the  Five  Foot  vein.  A  bore  hole  had  been  driven  through  the 
dividing  rock  sometime  previously,  which  proved  that  the  old  work- 
ings contained  gas  that  came  through  the  hole  to  the  Bennett  vein, 
but  it  finally  exhausted  itself  and  the  hole  was  plugged.  When  the 
men  commenced  work  Jones  thought  it  a  wise  idea  to  remove  the 
plug,  to  allow  the  gas  to  be  carried  away  with  the  ventilation,  but 
instead  of  being  carried  away  it  accumulated  behind  them.  When 
Davis  detected  the  presence  of  gas,  he  sent  Lavelle  and  Urban  back 
from  the  face  to  the  second  cross  head,  telling  them  to  stay  there 
and  have  their  dinner.  One  of  these  men  must  have  struck  a  match 
to  light  their  naked  lights,  as,  after  the  explosion,  two  naked  lights 
and  a  match  box  belonging  to  Urban  was  found,  which  conclusively 
proved  that  this  was  the  cause  of  the  explosion.

LEHIGH  VALLEY  COAL  COMPANY 

Maltby  Colliery. — Outside:  Eepairs  were  made  to  the  breaker,  con- 
sisting of  new  timbers  placed  under  jigs  and  pockets.  The  rock  plane 
was  extended  and  repairs  made  to  the  engine,  which  was  moved  to  a 
higher  location  on  the  mountain.  An  8  inch  pipe  was  driven  from 
the  surface  to  the  rock  to  seal  water  tapped  in  an  old  test  bore  hole 
cutting  the  Eleven  Foot  vein.  The  water  was  successfully  shut 
off  by  pumping  cement  up  the  hole  from  the  inside.  A  series  of 
test  holes  were  drilled  on  the  flats  in  the  vicinity  of  the  D.,  L.  and 
W.  Railroad  to  determine  the  rock  cover  limit  for  the  Six  Foot  vein. 
The  dynamo  room  was  enlarged,  location  of  one  dynamo  changed  and 
the  switch  board  improved.  A  new  fire  alarm  system  was  installed. 
A  12  by  15  inch  terra  cotta  pipe  line  was  laid  from  the  turbine 
pump  discharge  bore  hole  to  the  creek,  and  Reillay's  Lane  was 
graded  at  its  intersection  with  Wyoming  Avenue. 

Inside:  Two  new  electric  motors  were  installed,  one  in  No.  4 
lift,  in  the  Eleven  Foot  vein,  and  the  other  in  Six  Foot  vein  at  the 
head  of  No.  6  plane.  One  small  Duplex  electric  pump  was  placed  in 
the  Six  Foot  vein  near  the  head  of  No.  8  rock  slope.  One  new  pump 
was  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  main  slope.  A  rock  slope,  5.30  feet  long 
on  1.5  degrees,  sunk  from  Six  Foot  vein  to  the  Eleven  Foot  vein,  to 
develop  coal  in  river  district.  One  diamond  drill  hole  put  down 
from  Eleven  Foot  to  prove  Nine  Foot.  One  diamond  drill  hole  put 
up  from  Eleven  Foot  to  locate  old  rock  plane,  to  Six  Foot  to  deter- 
mine elevation  and  pressure  of  water  in  same.  Gangways  are  being 
driven  in  the  Four  Foot  vein  for  the  purpose  of  dropping  Maltby 
water  to  Henry  Skidmore  by  means  of  bore  hole.  A  number  of  new 
gangways  were  driven  in  the  Eleven  Foot  vein  to  improve  haulage. 
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The  slant  slope  mentioned  in  the  last  report  was  extended.  A  con- 
crete dam  was  built  for  turbine  sump.  A  Jeanesville  pump  was 
installed  at  the  foot  of  shaft  to  replace  the  old  Griscom  pump  re- 
moved. Steel  timbers  put  in  on  east  and  west  side  of  the  shaft,  and 
steel  girders  at  the  foot  of  the  same. 

Arched  roof  consisting  of  high-rib  and  concrete  put  in  to  support 
roof  between  steel  timbers.  New  concrete  office  for  fire  bosses  and 
electricians  completed  near  the  foot  of  shaft  in  Marcy  vein.  General 
repairs  made  in  the  barn. 

Westmoreland  Colliery. — Outside:  Extensive  repairs  made  to 
breaker,  consisting  of  new  pockets  and  chutes  and  steam  heating  sys- 
tem. Six  L.  y.  jigs  were  installed.  Test  holes  to  prove  rock  cover 
from  Pittston  vein  progressing  on  last  report  were  continued  in  the 
territory  between  Wyoming  Avenue  and  the  river  and  the  work  is 
now  completed.    Fire  alarm  system  installed. 

Inside:  One  small  electric  triplex  pump  installed  in  Marcy  vein, 
No.  3  slope.  No.  8  slope,  INfarcv  vein,  extended  to  ]\Tt.  Lookout  anti- 
clinal. Two' diamond  drill  holes  put  down  Pittston  vein  to  prove 
Marcy  vein  south  of  Mt.  Lookout  anticlinal,  and  plans  completed  for 
driving  tunnel  through  said  anticlinal.  280  feet  of  orradincr,  ISO  feet 
of  tunnel,  and  820  feet  of  plane  on  11  degrees  completed  from  Marcy 
to  Pittston  vein,  for  dropping  the  latter  coal  to  the  Marcv  vein.  New 
road  was  driven  throucrh  the  old  workings  in  the  Pittston  vein 
to  mine  virgin  coal  in  northeast  corner  of  property.  Main  haulage 
road  in  Pittston  vein  south  of  Mt.  Lookout  anticlinal  graded  for 
motor.  Electric  haulage  system  was  extended.  Inside  bore  holes 
put  down  from  Marcy  to  Eed  Ash  to  prove  veins. 

Exeter  Colliery. — Outside:  Series  of  test  holes  were  put  down  to 
prove  Checker  vein  on  the  east  end  of  the  property  bevond  the  fault. 
Concrete  side-walk  was  laid  in  Exeter  borough  along  the  west  side  of 
Wyoming  Avenue  and  drainage  connections  made  with  the  Exeter 
borough  sewer.  New  cage  was  put  in  Kniarht  shaft.  Old  engines  were 
replaced  with  12  by  12  Clark  and  fan  hoist  repaired.  An  additional 
locomotive  was  installed.  Fire  alarm  system  installed.  Extensive 
repairs  were  made  in  the  breaker.  Changes  were  made  in  the  wash- 
ery  and  two  L.  V.  jigs  added  for  eo-fr  f^oal.  Building  formerly  used 
for  compressor  house  equipped  for  housing  locomotives. 

Inside:  A  new  concrete  pump  room  mentioned  in  the  last  report, 
constructed  in  the  Pittston  vein  and  a  24  by  80  by  Ifi  by  4S  Goyne 
pump  installed.  The  Marcy  vein  barn  was  enlarged.  Old  timber 
stalls  are  gradually  being  replaced  vvith  concrete,  fourteen  of  which 
have  been  completed.  10  by  12  Flory  engine  placed  in  Checker  vein 
and  roads  laid  to  develop  northwest  section.  No.  8  slope.  Marcy  vein, 
extended.  No.  4  plane  workings  in  Top  TJed  Ash  vein  connected  with 
Nos.  5  and  6  plane  workings.  Work  was  commenced  on  the  installa- 
tion of  a  balance  plane  in  Bottom  Bed  Ash  vein.  A  7|  ton  air  locomo- 
tive added  to  present  equipment  in  Bed  Ash  vein.  Work  commenced 
in  Marcy  vein  for  installation  of  an  air  motor  for  haulage  mentioned 
in  last  report  was  continued  and  is  nearly  completed. 

William  A.  Colliery. — A  new  balance  plane,  900  feet  long,  was  laid 
outside  at  Campbell's  Ledge,  and  a  drift  driven  into  the  Marcy 
vein. 
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The  mine  tracks  at  No.  10  tunnel  were  rearranged  so  as  to  dump 
the  coal  from  mine  cars  into  railroad  cars,  to  be  transported  to  the 
William  A  breaker  for  preparation.  Coal  from  railroad  cars  is 
dumped  on  to  a  36  inch  belt  conveyor,  about  90  feet  long,  which  con- 
veys coal  into  the  mine  cars  near  William  A  shaft. 

An  8  inch  hole,  150  feet  deep,  lined  with  4  inch  terra  cotta  pipe, 
was  drilled  from  surface  to  Middle  Eed  Ash  near  William  A  breaker^ 
to  run  silt  from  the  breaker  into  the  mines. 

The  wooden  cribbing  and  buntons  at  William  A  shaft  were  replaced 
by  steel. 

Seneca  Collier}'. — A  new  concrete  mule  hospital  for  the  treatment 
of  sick  and  injured  mules  was  built  near  the  outside  barn.  A  con- 
crete mule  barn  was  also  built  at  Pittston  shaft.  Steel  cages  were 
placed  in  the  shaft  to  take  the  place  of  the  wooden  ones.  An  auto- 
matic electric  tire  alarm  was  installed. 

A  new  20  by  30  double  geared  engine  was  installed  at  the  head  of 
No.  9  slope;  steam  is  exhausted  through  a  12  inch  bore  hole  to  the 
surface. 

Bore  holes  were  drilled  from  Marcy  vein  and  Clark  veins  for 
drainage,  eliminating  small  pumps. 

A  10^  ton  motor  replaced  the  7^  ton  motor  which  hauls  coal  from 
Nos.  5  and  9  sloi)es  to  the  foot  of  the  shaft. 

A  motor  barn  was  built  in  the  Marc}'  vein,  equipped  with  electric 
lights  and  chain  hoist. 

Shaft  timbers  at  the  Marcy  vein  landing  in  Twin  shaft  were  re- 
newed and  concrete  footing  placed  under  cage  fans. 

Telephones  were  installed  in  different  parts  of  the  mines. 

No.  11  tunnel  was  extended  to  Clark  vein  north  of  fault;  No.  12 
tunnel  was  driven  from  Marcy  to  Clark  vein,  to  develop  Clark  vein 
north  of  fault  and  west  of  No.  11  tunnel. 

No.  16  slope  vras  driven  from  Marcy  to  Clark  vein,  to  develop  the 
Clark  vein  south  of  fault.  A  rock  plane  for  return  was  driven  back  to 
]Marcy  vein. 

A  9  inch  by  10  inch  triplex  electric  pump  was  installed  in  No.  12 
slope,  Clark  vein. 

Motors  were  installed  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  veins  to  handle  coal, 
replacing  mules.  A  concrete  barn  to  accommodate  20  mules  was 
built  in  the  Sixth  vein. 

Stevens  Colliery. — Inside:  Motor  road  built  and  motor  installed  in 
the  Marcy  vein,  to  handle  the  coal  west  of  slope. 

Tunnel  was  driven  from  Marcy  vein  to  develop  Top  I\Iarcy. 

Outside:  Self  dumping  cages  were  installed  in  the  shaft  and  the 
coal  dumped  into  railroad  cars  and  transported  to  the  William  A 
breaker  for  preparation. 

Conveyor  line  built  to  run  culm  bank  through  the  old  breaker. 

TEMPLE    IRON    COMPANY 

Mt.  Lookout  Colliery. — A  brick  oil  house.  18  feet  by  19  feet,  with 
concrete  floor  and  iron  roof,  has  been  erected,  and  is  equipped  with 
Bowser  oil  tanks. 

A  concrete  wash  house,  17  feet  by  38  feet,  with  iron  roof,  has  been 
erected  and  equipped  with  93  sheet  steel  lockers. 

A  vacuum  system  was  installed  for  removing  the  ashes  from  the 
boiler  house.  This  consists  of  a  concrete  ash  bin,  16  feet  by  16  feet 
by  26  feet  high,  from  which  the  air  is  exhausted  by  a  No.  6  Eoot 
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blower,  driven  by  a  IG  by  16  inch  automatic  engine,  and  an  8  inch 
cast  iron  pipe  used  to  convey  the  ashes  from  the  ash  pits  to  the  bin. 
The  ashes  in  this  bin  can  there  be  loaded  into  mine  cars  or  run 
through  a  set  of  crushing  rolls  that  have  been  installed  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  then  flushed  into  the  mines.  A  10  inch  bore  hole  was  sunk 
from  the  surface  to  the  Pittstou  vein,  a  depth  of  26G  feet,  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  air,  which  is  discharged  from  the  ash  bin,  is  also  used  for 
blowing  the  fires  under  the  boilers. 

Eight  new  plunger  jigs  were  installed  in  the  breaker,  six  of  which 
were  to  take  the  place  of  old  jigs  that  were  worn  out. 

A  7  by  14  foot  rock  slope  was  sunk  on  a  25  per  cent,  dip,  a  dis- 
tance of  35G  feet,  from  the  Marcy  vein  to  the  Ross  veins  on  the  west 
side  of  the  property,  to  develop  the  Eoss  veins  in  that  vicinity. 

Forty  Fort  Colliery. — ^A  new  barn  with  a  concrete  floor,  with  a 
capacity  for  65  mules,  has  been  erected  in  the  Eleven  P^'oot  vein. 

A  balance  plane,  2,300  feet  in  length,  has  been  installed  to  handle 
the  coal  in  the  Eleven  Foot  vein  above  the  shaft  level. 

A  pair  of  10  by  12  inch  hoisting  engines  was  placed  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Eleven  Foot  slope  to  sink  a  new  slope  to  the  land  line,  a 
distance  of  950  feet. 

A  10  by  12  by  16  inch  Jeanesville  pump  was  installed  at  the  foot 
of  the  Ross  slope,  replacing  a  No.  8  Knowles,  which  was  inadequate 
to  handle  the  amount  of  water. 

Harry  E  Colliery. — An  8  inch  bore  hole  was  sunk  from  the  sur- 
face to  the  Red  Ash  vein,  a  depth  of  530  feet,  and  a  G  inch  steam 
pipe  laid  from  the  boiler  house  to  this  bore  hole,  a  distance  of  1,880 
feet,  to  supply  steam  to  the  lower  workings  of  the  Eleven  Foot  vein, 
and  also  to  the  Red  Ash  vein. 

The  Six  Foot  vein  workings  at  this  colliery,  which  were  abandoned 
some  years  ago  on  account  of  the  large  amount  of  water  flowing 
into  the  workings,  have  been  reopened  and  the  water  removed.  The 
slope  in  this  vein  for  a  distance  of  3,000  feet  has  been  relaid  with 
40  pound  rails,  and  a  14  inch  by  36  inch  hoisting  engine  is  used  to 
operate  it. 

The  old  air  shaft  has  been  reopened  and  a  13  foot  diameter  fan 
installed. 

A  small  area  of  Four  Foot  vein  overlies  these  workings,  and  a  7 
by  12  foot  rock  plane  was  driven  from  the  Six  Foot  to  the  Four 
Foot  vein,  a  distance  of  80  feet.  An  8  by  10  foot  air  shaft  was  sunk 
from  the  surface  to  the  Four  Foot  vein,  a  distance  of  84  feet. 

A  mine  track  has  been  laid  from  the  mouth  of  the  Six  Foot  tunnel 
to  connect  with  the  Harry  E  mine  tracks  leading  to  the  breaker,  a 
distance  of  1,700  feet.  This  coal  is  conveyed  from  the  tunnel  to  the 
breaker  with  a  15-ton  steam  locomotive. 

KINGSTON  COAL  COMPANY 

Kingston  No.  4  Colliery. — The  breaker  has  been  equipped  with  a 
new  "Carpenter"  galvanized  pipe-water  column  spray  dust  eradicator 
system.  A  brick  extension  completed  to  wash  house,  entire  building 
now  being  equipped  with  two  hundred  lockers,  bath  tubs,  shower 
baths,  etc. 

A  brick  waiting  station  completed  for  miners  at  the  head  of  the 
No.  4  shaft.  Completed  two  concrete  powder  houses,  one  new  car- 
penter-blacksmith-car shop  and  a  new  warehouse  ambulance  shed. 
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A  new  ventilating  shaft,  expanded  metal  concrete  crib,  together 
with  expanded  metal  division  in  shaft,  completed  from  the  surface 
to  the  Orchard  vein,  intake  10  feet  by  12  feet,  upcast  10  feet  by  12 
feet.  Connected  with  this  opening  there  has  been  erected,  encased  in 
an  expanded  metal  concrete  building,  a  25  by  8  foot  fan,  driven  by 
an  18  by  30  inch  Vulcan  engine.  This  gives  separate  ventilating  cur- 
rent to  the  Orchard  vein,  also  acting  in  case  of  emergency. as  a  dupli- 
cate to  the  other  concrete  fan  completed  in  1909. 

300  horse  power  additional  Babcock  and  Wilcox  water  tube  boilers 
have  been  installed. 

Installed  in  Eed  Ash  slope  a  new  quintuplex  pump,  1,200  gallons 
per  minute  capacity.  A  6  inch  bore  hole  for  electric  wires  driven 
from  the  surface  to  the  Orchard  vein,  thus  removing  the  wires  from 
slope  hoistway. 

Installed  in  Ked  Ash  slope  a  new  duplex  compound  condensing 
pump,  with  semi-rotary  valves,  automatic  cut  off,  size  of  pump  30  by 
16  by  10  by  36,  said  pump  discharging  through  a  new  8  inch  concrete- 
cement  lined  bore  hole  to  surface.  Pump  house  being  timbered  with 
steel-concrete. 

Kock  plane  460  feet  long,  15  degrees,  completed  from  the  Koss  vein 
through  Eleven  Foot  vein  and  Checker  vein  to  Bennett  vein,  making 
a  new  second  opening  between  Nos.  1  and  4  shafts. 

In  No.  1  shaft  a  tunnel  has  been  completed  from  the  Bennett  vein 
to  the  Eleven  Foot  vein,  also  two  tunnels  from  the  Lance  vein  to  the 
Cooper  vein. 

Four  small  shafts  for  ventilating  and  silting  purposes  from  Orchard 
to  Lance  vein. 

The  electric  wires  have  been  taken  out  of  Nos.  4  and  1  shafts  and 
placed  in  a  bore  hole  sunk  for  that  purpose. 

A  new  fire  boss  station  built  at  the  foot  of  No.  1  shaft. 

Several  new  air  bridges  have  been  made  in  Nos.  1  and  4  shaft  dis- 
tricts. Silting  has  been  carried  on  extensively  in  Nos.  1  and  4  shaft 
districts  during  the  year. 

Installed  a  new  75  K.  W.  A.  C.  electric  light  outfit. 

A  new  play-ground  has  been  completed  with  swings,  wading  basin, 
horizontal  bars,  turnstiles,  hand  ball  alley,  etc.,  at  the  extreme  end 
of  No.  4  yard,  where  the  miners  have  a  chance  for  recreation  with 
the  children  of  said  families.  The  play-ground  has  met  with  great 
success. 

The  system  of  night  school  has  been  continued  during  the  year, 
and  also  the  schools  for  the  instruction  of  the  ''First  Aid  to  the  In- 
jured Corps." 

The  general  appearance  of  this  property  has  been  considerably  im- 
proved during  the  year.

East  Boston  Colliery, — One  new  pump  17  and  33  by  14  and  36 
compound  Jeanesville  pump  installed  at  Bennett  Foot  with  14-inch 
column  pipe  from  the  same  to  the  surface.

Louise  Colliery. — Slope  in  Bottom  Ross,  Mt.  Thomas.  Slope  in  Top 
Ross  Klondike.  Slope  in  Bottom  Ross  Klondike.  New  plane  outside 
at  Klondike.  Opening  from  Bottom  to  Top  Ross  in  shaft.  Opening 
Cooper  vein  in  shaft. 
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CLEAR   SPRING   COAL   COMPANY 

Clear  Spring  Colliery. — New  plane  connecting  the  two  splits  in 
the  Marcy  vein  and  the  installation  of  one  new  325  horse  power  Sterl- 
ing boiler. 

DELAWARE,   LACKAWANNA  AND  WESTERN   RAILROAD   COMPANY 

Pettebone  Colliery, — ^Vork  of  retimbering  both  shafts  has  been 
completed  from  surface  to  Ked  Ash  vein.  The  erection  of  a  brick 
partition  separating  hoistway  and  airway  in  No.  1  shaft,  is  now 
conipleted.  Wntilation  has  been  very  materially  imjtroved  by  the  in- 
stallation of  this  partition. 

Two  rock  tunnels  have  been  driven  from  Ilillman  to  Kidney  vein, 
south  of  No.  1  shaft,  one  for  Jiaulage  and  development  purposes,  and 
the  other  for  ventilation  and  second  opening. 

This  collierj^  is  now  in  operation  after  being  idle  on  account  of 
repairs  to  these  shafts  since  August  IG,  1909.

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FATAL  ACCIDENTS 


Explosion  of  Gas  at  Nottingham  Colliery 

On  January  11,  1910,  at  about  7:30  p.  m.,  an  explosion  of  gas 
occurred  in  No.  6  Slope,  Ross  Vein,  Nottingham  Colliery,  whereby 
the  following  persons  lost  their  lives:  Joseph  Masetis,  Miner;  Joseph 
Litz,  Miner;  Michael  Duchinski,  Miner;  David  IJoberts,  Slope  Engi- 
neer; Anthony  Asposkis,  Laborer;  Wassil  Duchinski,  Laborer; 
Michael  Seposki,  Driver. 

The  following  persons  received  slight  injuries:  Simon  Berato, 
Simon  Dunda,  Andrew  Smith,  William  Vanshepski,  Joseph  Katskin, 
and  David  Jones,  and  suffered  more  or  less  from  shock.  The  ma- 
jority of  them,  however,  walked  to  their  homes  unaided. 

A  number  of  men  were  cleaning  up  a  fall  and  retimbering  at  the 
foot  of  No.  6  Slope,  which  is  a  continuation  of  9  East  airway,  driven 
from  No.  2  Slope  extension,  Ross  vein,  as  by  reference  to  map  hereto 
attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  verdict  the  same  will  more  par- 
ticularly appear.  The  purpose  was  to  facilitate  haulage  by  No.  6 
Slope,  which  would  be  very  convenient  for  No.  2  Slope,  by  the  way 
of  No.  7  East  gangway,  thereby  dispensing  as  far  as  the  haulage  was 
concerned  with  9  East  gangway  and  the  extension  of  No.  2  Slope 
from  this  lift.  A  number  of  men  were  also  mining  coal  on  the  north 
side  of  an  anticlinal,  which  runs  in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direc- 
tion, to  make  connection  with  chambers  which  had  been  driven  from 
No.  9  East  gangway  and  abandoned. 

The  persons  who  escaped  injury  and  who  had  been  at  work  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  where  the  explosion  occurred,  after  recovering 
from  shock,  could  not  advance  any  definite  statement  as  to  the  initial 
point  of  the  explosion,  or  as  to  how  or  where  this  body  of  gas  had 
originated,  or  from  which  lamp  it  had  been  ignited.  It  was  thought 
at  first  that  during  the  interval  between  the  work  of  the  day  men  and 
night  men  a  fall  had  occurred  at  the  foot  of  No.  6  Slope,  where  the 
roof  was  known  to  be  very  high,  that  had  possibly  liberated  a  quan- 
tity of  gas,  an  occurrence  that  frequently  takes  place  in  many  of 
the  gaseous  mines  in  this  district.  This,  however,  proved  not  to  be 
the  case. 

Each  miner  was  provided  with  a  safety  lamp,  and  no  gas  was 
discovered  in  any  of  their  working  places.  An  abundance  of  air  was 
flowing  uninterruptedly  in  two  separate  currents,  one  distinct  cur- 
rent in  No.  9  East  airway,  and  the  other  in  No.  9  East  gangway. 
Those  who  survived  were  employed  in  the  former  current  of  air; 
those  who  were  suffocated  were  employed  in  the  latter  current,  show- 
ing conclusively  that  the  explosion  took  place  somewhere  on  this  gang-' 
way. 

A  large  volume  of  air  was  traveling  in  this  section  of  the  mines, 
which  shows  that  after  the  explosive  force  was  spent  the  terrific 
speed  at  which  the  air  traveled  to  fill  up  the  partial  vacuum  brought 
the  after  damp  so  suddenly  upon  the  victims  that  escape  was  almost 
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impossible,  although  one  of  the  laborers  employed  on  the  airway 
current  stated  that  his  miner  insisted  upon  going  up  the  slope,  at 
which  place  the  rescuers  discovered  his  body. 

The  officials  of  the  mine  in  making  an  investigation  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  workings  discovered  a  very  large  fall  in  a  chamber  on 
No.  9  East  gangway,  which  led  them  to  believe  that  jiossibly  a  body 
of  gas  had  been  liberated  by  this  fall  and  was  conveyed  by  the 
current,  and  coming  in  contact  with  an  open  light  created  an  ex- 
plosion. It  is  well  known  that  in  a  very  gaseous  mine,  a  fall  of 
such  an  extent  will  generall}'  give  off  a  certain  amount  of  gas  spon- 
taneously, w^hiie  others  oi)en  up  or  expose  a  feeder  of  gas  that  will 
not  become  exhausted  for  sometime  afterwards.  It  was  also  known 
that  a  check  door  situated  on  the  gangway  had  been  destroyed  by  a 
local  fall,  and  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  roof  it  was  decided 
that  the  door  should  be  removed  and  erected  between  chambers  Nos. 
22  and  2^.  After  the  day  shift  was  over,  a  bratticeman  and  his 
helper  commenced  to  build  the  check  door  and  it  was  nearly  com- 
pleted when  the  explosion  took  place,  supposed  to  be  at  No.  G  Slope, 
a  distance  of  2,500  feet  further  inside  and  upon  the  same  current. 

It  was  known  that  chamber  No.  23,  parts  of  which  were  inaccessible 
was  making  some  gas.  This  chamber,  due  to  a  check  being  destroyed, 
had  been  deprived  of  the  usual  amount  of  air,  and  sufficient  time 
had  elapsed  that  a  body  of  gas  could  have  easily  accumulated.  Cham- 
ber No.  23  was  accessible  in  the  face,  where,  according  to  the  evidence 
of  the  fire  boss  he  had  detected  a  small  body  of  gas.  The  remaining 
portions  of  this  chamber  had  fallen  leaving  large  cavities  in  the  roof, 
and  therefore  could  not  be  examined  by  him.  It  appears  that  in  the 
construction  of  the  check  door,  its  purpose  had  been  accomplished 
in  the  deflection  of  sufficient  air  to  keep  these  two  chambers  free  from 
any  standing  gas,  and  again  joining  the  main  current  at  the  foot  of 
chamber  No.  23. 

The  fire  boss  spent  considerable  time  with  the  bratticeman  while 
the  door  was  being  erected  and  claims  with  much  stress  that  the 
small  quantity  of  gas  that  was  being  removed  was  insufficient  to 
adulterate  so  large  a  body  of  air  as  was  traveling  on  the  gangway 
and  towards  No.  0  Slope.  He  must  have  been  thoroughly  convinced 
as  to  this,  as  he  was  on  his  way  to  No.  G  Slope  when  the  explosion 
occurred,  but  was  not  quite  within  the  explosive  range  and  therefore 
suffered  no  injury  except  that  he  was  forced  to  the  floor  of  the 
mine. 

In  order  that  the  persons  employed  in  this  part  of  the  mine  w^ould 
be  able  to  throw  more  light  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident,  I  in- 
structed Dr.  D.  W.  Dodson,  Coroner,  to  hold  an  inquest,  which  in- 
quest was  held  on  the  2Gth  day  of  January,  1910,  at  Plymouth,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  the  following  verdict  was  rendered :  "David  J.  Koberts 
came  to  his  death  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1910,  at  Nottingham 
Colliery,  L.  and  W.  B.  Coal  Company  from  injuries  received  as  the 
result  of  an  explosion  of  gas.  Six  fellow  laborers  perished  at  the 
same  time  and  from  the  same  cause.  The  evidence  shows:  First, 
that  the  men  were  working  in  9  East  No.  G  Slope  of  said  colliery, 
and  that  the  explosion  occurred  about  7  p:  m. ;  second,  that  a  body 
of  gas  had  accumulated  in  either  chamber  No.  22  or  No.  23,  aban- 
doned workings.  This  accumulation  of  gas  was  due  to  the  breaking 
down  of  a  check  door  by  a  fall  of  roof  which  took  place  about  16 
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hours  before  the  explosion  occurred;  third,  that  the  rebuilding  of 
the  same  check  door  was  begun  Avithout  first  notifying  the  men  who 
were  working  in  farther  on  the  same  split  of  air.  This  repair  work 
was  ordered  by,  and  was  in  charge  of,  John  E.  Kichards,  Assistant 
Mine  Foreman,  and  David  W.  Jones,  Fire  Boss. 

We  find  that  the  said  Fire  Boss,  David  W.  Jones,  was  negligent 
in  his  duty  in  not  notifying  the  men  in  the  same  split  of  air  to 
go  out  before  the  air  current  was  tampered  with.  We  also  find  that 
the  Assistant  Mine  Foreman,  John  E.  Eichards,  was  negligent  in 
his  duty  in  waiting  so  long  to  have  the  said  check  door  repaired.  We 
also  find  that  the  certificates  of  competency  of  two  of  the. deceased 
miners  were  fradulent  and  were  irregularly  issued.  This  fact  we 
deplore  and  hope  that  a  remedy  will  soon  be  found  to  eradicate  the 
evil.

IMPKOVEMENTS 

KINGSTON  COAL  COMPANY 

Kingston  No.  2  Colliery. — A  new  manway  has  been  completed  in 
the  Mountain  Tunnel  district  from  the  foot  of  Kock  slope  to  the  sur- 
face. 

A  tunnel  has  been  driven  from  the  Ross  vein  through  the  Lift  vein 
to  the  Bennett  vein,  making  a  second  opening  for  No.  2  shaft. 

The  inside  hoisting  engine  in  Eed  Ash  vein  has  been  removed  to 
the  surface,  rope  being  conveyed  through  bore  hole  to  inside  slope 
instead  of  through  shaft-way. 

Two  new  manways  have  been  completed  along  the  plane  in  the 
Cooper  vein  for  the  safe  travel  of  men.  Also  reopened  main  gang- 
ways for  width  in  Lance  and  Bennett  veins. 

New  barn  completed  at  foot  of  No.  2  shaft,  with  sheet  iron,  cement 
and  concrete  stalls,  equipped  with  electric  light.  A  similar  outfit 
has  been  provided  at  foot  No.  3  shaft. 

A  new  brick-concrete  locomotive  house  completed. 

A  new  brick  carpenter-blacksmith  shop  under  construction  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old  buildings  around  the  head  of  Nos.  2  and  3  shafts. 

Gaylord  Colliery. — Completed  brick  and  expanded  metal  concrete 
housing  over  25  foot  ventilating  fan. 

Complete  brick  pump  house  for  silting  pumps. 

Installed  two  12  by  8  by  12  boiler  duplex  feed  pumps. 

Installed  new  jigs  in  washery. 

Tunnel  650  feet  long  completed  from  Checker  vein  to  the  Ross 
vein. 

Old  air  shaft  opened  from  Ross  vein  to  Red  Ash  vein  in  squeezed 
territory,  and  steps  placed  in  air  shaft  for  a  traveling  way. 

Red  Ash  slope  has  been  extended  through  the  squeezed  territory 
to  a  total  distance  of  1,800  feet. 

Two  silt  holes  and  one  new  rope  hole  were  drilled.  Silting  opera- 
tions have  been  carried  on  extensively  during  the  year, 

DELAWARE,   LACKAVv^ANNA  AND   WESTERN  RAILROAD   COMPANY 

Woodward  Colliery. — In  the  Cooper  vein  several  air  bridges  have 
been  rebuilt  with   concrete  and  steel. 

The  main  haulage  road  has  been  timbered  with  creosote  timber  and 
the  old  timber  taken  out. 

In  No.  1  shaft  concrete  fire  bosses'  stations  have  been  erected  on 
the  inside.  The  fire  bosses  are  now  located  at  the  foot  of  these  open- 
ings where  they  can  better  protect  the  entrance  to  the  mine. 

A  tail  rope  has  been  installed  on  "0"  gangway,  Red  Ash  vein. 

Twenty  concrete  arches  have  been  erected  in  No.  1  tunnel.  Sev- 
eral sets  of  treated  timber  upon  which  a  comparison  is  to  be  made 
for  future  reference. 

An  old  passenger  coach  has  been  equipped  with  the  "Draeger 
Rescue  Apparatus,"  consisting  of  four  helmets,  oxygen  storage  tanks, 
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electric  lamps,  pulmotor,  etc.  They  also  have  a  trained  corps  of  em- 
ployes who  are  able  to  equip  themselves  with  this  apparatus  at  any 
time  in  case  of  mine  fire. 

The  working  of  installing  two  20-foot  Jeffrey  ventilating  fans  on 
Woodward  No.  3  shaft  has  been  commenced  and  will  be  completed  in 
the  early  part  of  1911. 

A  massive  steel  frame  has  been  erected  over  No.  3  shaft. 

Avondale  Colliery. — Outside:  Erected  new  locomotive  house  for 
mine  locomotive. 

Breaker  improvements  consisting  of  additional  rolls,  elevators,  etc. 

Inside:  The  work  of  extending  rock  tunnel  from  Ross  vein  to 
Surface  vein  was  progressing  very  well  until  interrupted  by  the  gen- 
eral ''squeeze"  referred  to  above. 

The  work  of  installing  a  25-foot  ventilating  fan  is  now  being 
held  UT)  on  account  of  inside  conditions. 

Loomis. — The  work  of  sinking  these  two  shafts  is  being  proceeded 
with  and  they  have  now  reached  a  depth  of  465  feet  in  No.  1  shaft 
and  375  feet 'in  No.  2  shaft. 

A  20-foot  Jeffrey  ventilating  fan  is  being  installed  on  the  air  drift, 
equal  distance  from  each  shaft,  which  will  provide  sufficient  ventila- 
tion when  the  desired  seams  have  been  reached  and  connections  made. 

The  shafts  are  54  feet  2  inches  in  length  by  12  feet  in  the  clear, 
and  are  being  timbered  with  wall  plates  and  studdles  from  the  con- 
crete foundation  wall  to  the  bottom. 

The  outside  improvements  at  these  openings  are  of  a  temporary 
nature.

— A  two-story  chemical  laboratory,  20  feet  by  26^ 
feet,  was  built  of  concrete-blocks  and  equipped  with  all  the  necessary 
apparatus  for  analysis. 

Fire  alarm  system  installed  in  No.  5  breaker. 

Three  passenger  coaches  were  purchased  during  the  year  and 
placed  in  service  between  Nanticoke  and  Sterns  (shafts  Nos.  4  and  5) 
to  carry  the  employes  to  and  from  work. 

No.  2  Shaft. — Placed  in  No.  8  tunnel  62  sets  of  steel  timber. 

New  pump  room  has  been  made  at  the  foot  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
stalling another  26  by  45  by  14  by  48  Compound  Duplex  Goyne  steam 
pump. 

No.  34  Tunnel  was  driven  85  yards. 

No.  4  Slope. — Tunnel  No.  35  in  the  Mills  Seam  was  driven  52  yards. 

No.  24  Slope  was  driven  114  yards  and  is  completed. 

Colliery  No.  6. — A  two-story  concrete-block  building  to  be  used 
as  a  supply  store  was  completed. 

A  new  A.  C.  300  K.  W.  engine  and  generator  have  been  installed  in 
the  power  house  and  are  now  in  service,  supplying  electric  current  for 
lighting  and  transportation. 

A  new  Fairbanks  scale  was  installed. 
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A  bore  hole  was  driven  from  the  surface  to  the  bottom  of  No.  6 
shaft. 

No.  12  Sloi)e  was  driven  149^  yards  in  No.  6  tunnel.  New  electric 
haulage  was  installed  in  No.  G  shaft. 

Tunnel  from  tlie  Bottom  to  Top  Ivoss  seam  was  driven  190  yards. 

A  20  by  9  by  IS  Duplex  Plunger  pump  was  installed. 

No.  7  Shaft. — New  rock  plane  was  driven  109  1-3  yards. 

No.  11 — Slope  was  driven  88  yards. 

No.  6  Shaft. — Installed  new  electric  haulage. 

No.  1  Drift. — An  electric  hoist  with  one  Westinghouse  Eailway 
type  No.  101  E  40  horse  power  220  volts  series  wound  500  K.  P.  M. 
motor  complete  with  K  82  single  hand  controller  and  grid  resistance, 
lias  been  installed  in  No.  11  slope. 

Colliery  No.  7. — An  A.  C.  150  K.  W.  engine  and  generator  have 
been  installed  for  the  purpose  of  running  electric  motors  to  be  in- 
stalled in  No.  1  shaft. 

A.  D.  C.  200  Iv.  W.  engine  and  generator  have  been  installed  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  power  for  lighting  the  various  ofifices,  breakers 
and  other  buildings  about  the  N,anticoke  collieries. 

New  fan  house,  with  a  5  by  10  foot  Capell  fan  to  be  driven  by 
electricity,  was  completed. 

No.  1  North  Shaft. — New  slope  No.  28  was  driven  G2  1-3  yards. 

No.  1  South  Shaft. — Second  opening  No.  19  Slope  was  driven  105  2-3 
yards. 

DELAWARE,  LACKAWANNA  AND  WESTERN  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

Auchincloss  Collier3\ — A  25  foot  ventilating  fan  is  being  installed 

The  brick  partition  separating  hoistway  and  airway,  referred  to 
in  last  year's  report,  is  now  completed. 

Two  rock  tunnels  have  been  driven  from  the  George  to  the  Balti- 
more veins,  west  of  No.  2  shaft,  by  which  a  tremendous  amount  of 
gas  has  been  liberated.  It  is  intended  to  use  one  of  these  roads  for 
development  and  transportation  purposes,  while  the  other  will  be 
used  for  ventilation  and  return. 

There  has  also  been  erected  on  the  outside  a  10  by  12  concrete  and 
brick  building  in  which  is  housed  the  Draeger  rescue  apparatus,  con- 
sisting of  four  helmets,  oxygen  storage  tanks,  pulmotor,  electric 
lamps  and  other  necessary  equipment. 

A  1,000  horse  power  boiler  plant  housed  in  a  concrete  building  has 
been  erected  and  is  in  operation. 

A  200  horse  power  electric  hoist  has  been  installed  on  No.  3  slope, 
Ross  vein. 

A  6^  ton  electric  locomotive  has  been  installed  in  the  Baltimore 
vein,  No.  1  slope. 

Bliss  Colliery. — A  2,000  horse  power  boiler,  housed  in  a  concrete 
building,  has  been  erected  and  is  in  operation. 

A  10-ton  locomotive  has  been  installed  on  West  gangway.  Espy 
tunnel,  which  hauls  coal  from  the  interior  part  of  the  workings  to 
the  surface. 

The  work  of  installing  a  150  horse  power  hoist  on  No.  9  plane, 
Baltimore  vein,  is  underway. 

Truesdale  Colliery. — The  work  of  installing  two  new  Jeffrey  ven- 
tilating fans  on  Nos.  1  and  (5  sIojjcs  is  underway. 

A  24-foot  Vulcan  fan  is  being  installed  on  No.  1  shaft. 
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Inside:  A  new  emergency  hospital  has  been  erected  at  Ko.  1  shaft. 

Several  air  bridges  have  been  erected  during  the  year  as  necessity 
demanded. 

Outside:  An  endless  rope  haulage  has  been  installed  on  the  trestle 
leading  to  foot  of  conveyor  line,  where  coal  is  being  dumped. 

Five  6^  ton  electric  locomotives  have  been  installed  for  transpor- 
tation purposes,  and  one  10-ton  locomotive,  which  assists  very  ma- 
terially in  handling  the  output. 

A  large,  concrete  and  steel  mule  barn  has  been  erected  inside  at  the 
foot  of  No.  2  shaft. 

Concrete  side  walls  and  ''I"  beams  are  now  being  placed  on  the 
head  of  Ko.  3  slope,  doing  away  with  a  large  amount  of  timber. 

The  following  rock  tunnels  have  been  driven  during  the  year  for 
development,  transportation,  ventilation  and  second  opening  pur- 
poses: 

One  from  Eoss  to  Forge  vein ;  one  from  Koss  to  Red-ash  vein ;  one 
from  Forge  to  Hillman  vein;  one  from  Top  Split  Eed  Ash  to  Bottom 
Split  Eed  Ash. 

All  of  these  tunnels  have  been  duplicated  for  second  openings  and 
ventilation. 

ALDEN  COAL  COMPANY 

Alden  Colliery.— No.  2  Shaft:  On  February  1,  1909,  the  Alden 
Coal  Company  started  to  drive  a  shaft  upwards  from  the  Bennett  to 
the  Cooper  seam.  Figure  2  herewith  shows  the  side  elevation  and 
method  adopted  while  driving  between  the  seams.  When  the  shaft 
reached  a  point  18  feet  from  the  bottom  of  the  Cooper  seam  work 
was  stopped,  the  face  of  the  shaft  securely  timbered,  and  a  rope  hole 
2  feet  in  diameter  connecting  the  Cooper  seam  with  shaft  below  was 
driven.  The  shaft  was  driven  upwards  a  distance  of  104  feet,  tim- 
bered, and  all  loose  rock  removed  in  four  months,  working  three 
shifts  per  day,  with  six  men  per  shift,  after  which,  woik  of  linking 
from  the  Bennett  to  the  Bottom  Eed  Ash  seam,  a  distance  of  419 
feet,  was  commenced.  Figure  1  shows  method  of  hois  ling  and  remov- 
ing rock  while  sinking.  A  platform  was  erected  at  the  Bennett 
seam,  at  which  point  the  rock  was  dumped  into  cars  and  taken  to 
other  parts  of  the  mine.  The  engine  by  Avhich  hoisting  was  done 
was  located  on  the  surface,  the  rope  passing  down  the  jiump  way 
compartment  of  the  old  shaft,  thence  through  the  bore  hole  men- 
tioned above,  the  rope  being  controlled  and  centered  by  two  sheave 
wheels  placed  between  the  Cooper  and  Bennett  seams.  After  the 
Bottom  Eed  Ash  seam  was  reached  the  18  foot  rock  protection  left 
below  the  Cooper  seam  was  removed  and  the  shafts  connected. 

Figure  3  shows  plan  of  shaft  at  the  Bennett  seam.  Holes  about  1 
inch  in  diameter  and  about  1  foot  deep  were  drilled  in  eacli  corner, 
into  which  iron  rods  about  3  feet  long  were  inserted  when  it  was  de- 
sired to  plumb  the  shaft.  The  four  open  corners  shown  in  this  plan 
were  used  for  manways  and  ventilation. 

The  dimensions  of  the  new  shaft  are  12  feet  by  20  feet  4  inches 
without  timber,  14  feet  3  inches  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  hoisting 
purposes  and  3  feet  5  inches  for  pump  way. 

The  shaft  required  248  sets  of  8  by  10  inch  yellow  pine  timber  and 
180  bearing  sticks  10  by  12  inches  by  16  feet  long.  The  rock  being 
of  a  hard  laminated  nature  it  was  found  necessary  to  case  the  shaft 
with  2  inch  plank  through  its  entire  depth. 
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During  the  time  tlie  work  of  sinking  and  raising  this  shaft  was 
going  on,  350,000  tons  of  coal  were  hoisted  to  the  surface  through  the 
old  shaft  above. 

The  work  was  planned  and  superintended  by  James  Turner,  Wil- 
liam Norton  and  Francis  Poole,  to  all  of  whom  much  credit  is  due 
not  only  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  work  was  done,  but 
also  for  the  fact  that  not  a  single  accident  occurred  during  the  period 
of  operation.

IMPEOVEMENTS 

G.    B.    MARKLE    AND    COMPANY 

Jeddo  No.  4  Colliery. — The  piping  in  the  boiler  house  was  changed 
to  increase  the  pressure  from  100  to  150  pounds. 

One  10-ton  electric  locomotive  installed. 

One  new  feed  water  heater  and  two  feed  water  pumps  were  in- 
stalled in  the  boiler  plant. 

A  6  inch  steam  line  was  erected  between  Jeddo  No.  4  boiler  plant 
and  Jeddo.  The  steam  for  running  the  shops  and  heating  buildings 
at  Jeddo  now  comes  from  Jeddo  No.  4  boiler  plant  and  the  old  plant 
at  Jeddo  is  shut  down. 

A  saw  mill  for  cutting  timber  that  comes  out  of  the  mines  was 
installed  and  a  new  fuel  line  was  built  from  breaker  to  boiler  plant. 

The  cylinders  on  the  hoisting  engines  were  changed  to  carry  150 
pounds  steam  pressure. 

Oakdale  No.  1  mine  fan  engine  was  compounded  and  will  carry 
150  pounds  steam  pressure. 

The  breaker  has  been  piped  to  heat  with  exhaust  steam. 

A  new  slush  trough  was  built  from  breaker  to  stripping  on  the 
south  side  of  basin. 

A  rock  plane  has  been  driven  in  the  shaft  a  distance  of  175  feet  to 
the  Orchard  vein. 

Thawing  sheds  were  erected  to  keep  the  coal  from  freezing  while 
standing  over  night. 

Highland  No.  5  Colliery. — -At  this  plant  also  the  piping  in  the  plant 
was  changed  to  increase  the  pressure  from  100  to  150  pounds. 

Duplicate  feed  water  pumps  were  installed  at  the  boiler  plant. 

A  1,500-gallon  triple  expansion  condensing  pump  was  installed  in 
the  mine  and  pumps  water  to  the  top  of  the  breaker  for  washing  the 
coal.    This  installation  releases  four  pumps. 

A  6-inch  artesian  well  about  360  feet  deep  was  sunk  for  fresh  water 
supply.  Four  250  horse  power  boilers  were  equipped  with  parson 
system  of  grates  and  blowers. 
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A  10-ton  electric  locomotive  was  installed  in  the  slope  A  section, 
displacing  an  air  motor  previously  used  in  this  section. 

A  fresh  water  pipe  line  was  laid  Itelweeii  Highland  No.  5  and  High- 
land No.  2.  The  breaker  was  pi]»ed  1o  lieal  wiMi  exhaust  steam.  An 
addition  was  built  to  the  carpenter  and  blacksmith  shop.  The  main 
hoisting  engine  cylinders  were  changed  to  carry  150  pounds  steam 
pressure. 

The  banks  of  slaughter  house  creek  between  Stony  Hill  Dam  and 
Cross  Creek  Canal  were  raised  to  a  height  of  6  fe-et  above  the  bed 
of  the  channel. 

At  Nancy  Slope  the  flume  was  straightened  and  banked  with  ma- 
nure. 

A  rock  plane  was  driven  from  tunnel  D  to'^he  Gamma  vein  a  dis- 
tance of  120  feet. 

A  tunnel  was  driven  through  a  fault  in  the  Buck  Mountain  vein 
in  slope  A  a  distance  of  2.30  feet. 

Highland  No.  2  Colliery. — A  new  boiler  plant  of  3,000  horse  power 
capacity,  consisting  of  six  Heine  boilers  500  horse  power  units,  was 
built. 

An  8-inch  steam  line  was  erected  between  this  boiler  plant  and 
Highland  No.  1,  thus  doing  away  with  the  boiler  plant  at  the  No. 
1  slope. 

The  old  boiler  plants  at  Highland  No.  2  consisting  of  18  Erie 
City  boilers,  and  at  Highland  No.  1  consisting  of  8  Erie  City  boilers, 
have  been  shut  down. 

The  breaker  pockets  were  remodeled  and  the  lip  screens  raised  so 
that  large  railroad  cars  could  get  under  them. 

Condemned  coal  and  culm  elevator  was  installed. 

The  breaker  engine  was  compounded  to  carry  150  pounds  steam 
pressure. 

Thawing  sheds  were  built  at  Highland  No.  1  to  prevent  coal  from 
freezing  in  the  mine  cars  during  the  night. 

A  double  block  was  moved  to  a  new  location  and  remodeled  for 
dwellings  for  the  foremen. 

Scales  were  installed  for  weighing  retail  coal. 

Highland  No.  6  Colliery. — The  dam  at  the  west  end  of  the  basin 
was  raised  to  a  height  of  about  8  feet  and  connection  made  to  the 
ditch  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin. 

Parson  system  installed  in  the  boiler  house. 

A  tunnel  was  driven  through  fault  in  the  Buck  Mountain  vein  a 
distance  of  270  feet. 

Ebervale. — The  eight  million  gallon  reservoir,  excavation  of  which 
was  begun  last  year,  has  been  completed. 

A  lock  plane  length  140  feet  on  an  angle  of  25  degrees  was  driven 
from  the  Mammoth  to  the  Holmes  vein. 

On  3  new  double  house  was  built. 

A  6  inch  wood  pipe  line  was  laid  from  the  reservoir  at  South 
Ebe'  vale  to  Ebervale,  and  from  Ebervale  to  Harleigh 

J(ddo. — Three  new  double  dwellings  were  built  in  Japan  and  one 
double  dwelling  built  in  Jeddo  Borough. 

Ti'ash  room  was  put  in  the  office  building  for  the  use  of  the  engi- 
neers. 

A  new  ware  house  was  erected. 
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A  6  inch  wood  pipe  line  was  laid  from  the  Jeddo  water  works  to 
Highland  No.  5. 

Harleigh. — In  the  stripping,  which  extends  the  full  length  of  the 
property  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  the  Mammoth  vein  coal  was 
uncovered. 

A  new  breaker  has  been  built  having  a  capacity  of  800  tons  per 
day.  The  machinery  has  all  been  placed  and  operation  is  expected 
to  be  commenced  early  in  1911. 

Two  500  horse  power  boilers  were  erected  and  a  modern  brick 
boiler   house. 

A  pump  with  a  capacity  of  800  gallons  per  minute  has  been  installed 
in  the  mine  for  the  purpose  of  pumping  wash  water  to  top  of 
breaker. 

A  new  store,  a  double  dwelling  and  a  stable  were  erected. 

Two  railroad  track  scales  were  installed. 

The  course  of  Ihe  surface  drainage  on  the  north  of  the  property  wns 
changed. 

A  50,000  gallon  cistern  was  built  for  fresh  and  mine  water. 

A  new  1,000  gallon  pump  was  installed  at  this  cistern  to  pump 
water  to  top  of  breaker  for  washing  coal. 

Eighteen  new  stables  were  built  in  the  rear  of  the  houses,  for  the 
use  of  the  tenants  who  keep  cows. 

A  new  settling  tank  has  been  started,  but  is  not  yet  completed. 

Eighty-five  new  mine  cars  have  been  built  for  this  plant,  to  be 
ready  when  operation  is  commenced. 

LEHIGH  VALLEY  COAL  COMPANY 

Hazleton  No.  1  Colliery. — The  production  at  this  colliery  is  depend- 
ing greatly  on  robbings,  as  the  live  workings  have  reached  the  l)oun- 
dary  pillar  to  the  west  and  the  safety  pillar  between  shaft  work- 
ings to  the  east.  The  workings  on  the  upper  levels  again  are  limited 
by  the  necessary  safe-keeping  of  the  built  up  section  of  the  city. 

A  90  foot  tunnel  was  driven  on  the  west  side  from  Wharton  to 
Mammoth  on  the  fifth  lift  to  facilitate  the  robbing. 

The  rock  hole  from  East  Primrose  to  East  Orchard  on  fifth  lift  men- 
tioned in  last  year's  rei)ort  has  been  completed.     , 

A  pump  room  has  been  made  in  the  tunnel  from  Mammoth  to 
Wharton  on  the  seventh  lift,  with  a  spacious  sump  in  the  Wharton 
vein.  It  is  proposed  to  install  in  this  pump  room  the  pump  now 
located  in  the  Mammoth  vein. 

On  the  outside  a  commodious  stable,  with  hay  and  feed  room,  was 
erected,  and  in  the  shop  a  combination  pipe  and  bolt  cutter  placed, 
which  greatly  economizes  repair  work. 

The  Hazelton  No.  6  Stripping,  which  is  tributary  to  Hazleton  No. 
1,  has  been  extended  northward  48,040  yards,  bringing  the  total  yard- 
age to  473,871. 

Hazleton  Shaft  Colliery. — The  production  at  this  colliery  continues 
to  be  curtailed  by  the  lower  levels  being  submerged.  Every  eiffort  is 
being  made  to  complete  the  installation  of  the  triple  expansion  pump 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report.  The  ]>ump  room  has  been  com- 
pleted; a  tail  pipe  shaft  18  feet  deep  by  12  feet  by  7  feet  and  the 
sump  connection  made  by  a  33  foot  tunnel;  the  pump  shaft  con- 
creted and  a  new  14  inch  steam  line  constructed  from  the  boiler 
house  to  the  several  pumps  and  hoisting  engine  connections. 

The  Gamma  gangway  east,  from  which  the  Diamond  and  Stockton 
water  will  be  tapped,  has  been  extended  a  couple  of  hundred  feet  past 
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the  No.  2  Diamond  slope.  The  tunnel  from  this  gangway  south  has 
been  extended  140  feet  further  and  drill  holes  advanced  to  prove  the 
ground  in  front.  It  was  found  that  the  breaker  wash  has  filled  the 
No,  1  Diamond  slope  with  coal  dirt  and  a  small  gangway  is  being 
driven  east  from  this  tunnel  to  find  a  breast  opening  not  blocked  by 
coal  dirt  through  which  the  water  connection  can  be  made. 

At  Stockton  No.  2  the  main  tunnel  was  continued  to  the  Mammoth 
vein  and  several  test  holes  driven  along  top  and  bottom  to  make  sure 
that  no  fire  exists  before  starting  to  loAver  the  water.  Considerable 
fire  has  been  encountered  in  sections  while  along  the  entire  area  great 
difficulty  has  been  met  with  on  account  of  excessive  heat.  In  con- 
nection with  this  excessive  heat,  in  many  instances  upon  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  air,  we  have  had  spontaneous  ignition,  which,  while  not 
dangerous,  explains  the  intense  heat.  It  subsides  after  water  has  been 
placed  on  it  for  some  time. 

Stripping  work  has  been  continued  and  49,008  yards  removed,  a 
total  of  543,100  yards  to  January  1,  1911. 

A  100  horse  power  tubular  boiler  and  17  inch  by  24  inch  hoisting 
engine  have  been  erected  and  coal  is  taken  from  the  stripping  to  the 
breaker.  The  trestle  over  which  this  coal  is  hauled  across  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad  tracks,  was  entirely  rebuilt  during  the  past  year. 

Spring  Mountain  Colliery. — The  inside  imjjrovements  consisted 
principally  in  removing  fire  risks  by  constructing  a  concrete  stable, 
concrete  hospital  and  pump  room  at  foot  of  Tender  slope,  while  the 
principal  gangways  were  extended. 

In  the  Stripping  122,058  yards  were  moved,  bringing  the  total  ex- 
cavation to  242,881  yards.  A  nice  body  of  coal  has  been  exposed,  but 
no  coal  as  yet  taken  to  the  breaker.  The  mine  track  was  constructed 
to  the  Breaker  and  a  trestle  built  across  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road tracks. 

Two  Ayres  separators,  working  on  steamboat,  were  installed  in  the 
breaker,  the  ash  drag  elevated  and  settling  tanks,  with  a  drag  line, 
erected  to  handle  the  waste. 

Spring  Brook  Colliery. — -The  breaker  has  been  utilized  as  a  wash- 
ery,  pending  the  erection  of  a  special  building,  for  repreparing  the 
banks. 

On  the  same  policy  as  was  follow^ed  at  Spring  Mountain  to  reduce 
fire  risks,  these  improvements  are  underway  at  Slope  No.  1.  On 
counter  level  a  fireproof  stable,  with  feed  and  harness  room;  at  bot- 
tom of  slope  and  top  of  shaft  the  timber  is  being  replaced  by  con- 
crete pillars  and  "I"  beams. 

COXE    BROTHERS    AND    COMPANY,    INCORPORATED 

Drifton  Collieries  Nos.  1  and  2 

At  Slope  No.  1  the  bulk  of  production  came  from  the  Big  Vein 
stripping  at  the  west  end.  This  stripping  was  contracted  for  in  three 
sections;  the  eastern  and  middle  sections  have  been  stripped  to  the 
coal  and  only  the  western  section  remains  to  be  finished.  A  total  of 
98,520  yards  have  been  excavated  during  this  year,  bringing  up  'the 
total  to  2,970,498  yards,  and  about  100,000  yards  more  have  to  be 
taken  out  to  complete  the  last  section. 

The  southern  flat  workings  on  the  Black  Creek  Improvement  Com- 
pany land  passed  with  December  31,  1910,  out  of  the  control  of  the 
company  and  reverted  to  the  land  owners  by  termination  of  the  lease. 
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No  actual  developments  towards  opening  new  territory  were  made 
and  principally  Wharton  coal  was  obtained  from  previously  driven 
gangways. 

A  couple  of  counters  are  driving  on  the  northeast  side  to  reach 
elevations  from  which  tunnels  can  be  driven  to  the  several  splits  of 
the  Mammoth  vein,  which  have  not  been  opened  as  yet. 

At  the  Drifton  No.  2  Slope  gangways  were  extended  in  Top  and 
Bottom  splits  of  the  Buck  mountain  vein  on  the  west  side,  an  under- 
ground slope  sunk  to  the  basin  and  gangways  are  driven  east  and 
west  in  the  basin  of  the  top  bench  in  a  very  fair  vein. 

Several  hand  diamond  drill  holes  were  i)ut  down  to  test  the  sy)lits 
of  the  Buck  ^lountain  and  Gamma  veins  to  guide  in  future  develop- 
ments. 

A  new  concrete  stable  is  being  constructed. 

Eckley  Colliery. — With  exception  of  Wharton  gangways  in  Slope 
No.  6,  no  new  territory  was  opened,  and  otherwise  the  work  consisted 
in  driving  counters,  reopening  gangways  with  a  view  of  robbing  cer- 
tain sections  in  Eckley  and  Buck  Mountain  mines. 

Stri])ping  work  was  continued  Avith  four  shovels  and  241,099  yards 
moved  in  the  old  No.  1  Basin,  bringing  the  total  vardage  taken  out 
to  1,700,480.  In  the  old  No.  0  Buck  Mountain  Basin  124,317  yards 
were  moved,  or  a  total  of  735,323  yards  to  December  31,  1910, 

Stockton  Colliery. — The  necessary  change  of  gauge  of  tracks  was 
completed  and  the  coal  mined  taken  to  Hazleton  Shaft  breaker  since 
May,  1910,  for  preparation. 

The  South-west  counter  on  East  Sugar  Loaf  pro])erty  was  extended 
and  about  4,500  tons  mined  from  it. 

A  tunnel  was  extended  from  the  Mammoth  vein  to  the  Primrose 
vein  as  a  matter  of  safety  as  well  as  for  development. 

East  and  West  gangways  in  the  Gamma  vein  were  extended  and 
an  airway  driven  to  the  surface  to  improve  the  ventilation. 

An  oil  burning  locomotive  has  been  purchased  for  the  long  haul 
from  the  working  faces  to  Stockton  Slope  No.  2  and  is  performing 
satisfactorily. 

Deringer  Colliery. — No  new  developments  were  made  at  this  col- 
liery during  the  year  except  in  the  regular  extension  of  gangways. 

A  three-stage  Norwalk  air  ccmipressor  was  added  to  the  equipment 
on  account  of  the  work  of  the  air  motors  being  very  much  increased 
by  hauling  the  bulk  of  the  Gowen  No.  4  coal  to  Deringer  under- 
ground. 

A  stripping  has  been  started  in  the  North  Basin  and  135,862  yards 
were  removed  in  six  months  with  one  shovel,  which  speaks  well  for 
J.  N.  Bastress  and  Company,  of  Scranton,  who  obtained  this  con- 
tract. 

Tomhicken  Colliery. — No  developments  were  made  and  all  coal  is 
obtained  from  the  old  workings  above  water  level. 

PARDEE  BROTHERS  AND  COMPANY 

Lattimer  Colliery.— Six  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  tunnel  7  feet  by 
11  feet  have  been  driven  west  from  the  face  of  the  west  Alpha  vein 
gangway  from  slope  No.  12.  This  tunnel  will  be  connected  with 
slope  B  of  the  Jeddo  Tunnel  Company  for  drainage. 

The  tunnel  from  the  West  Gamma  gangway.  South  Dip  Back 
Basin,  to  the  first  split  of  the  Alpha  vein  has  been  extended  north 
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one  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet  to  the  second  Alpha  vein,  through 
which  via  a  bore  hole,  the  water  was  drained  from  slope  No.  22,  and 
mining  commenced  in  same.  The  tunnel  being  connected  with  slope 
No.  22  later  by  a  gangway. 

A  tunnel  7  feet  by  11  feet  has  been  driven  south  from  the  East 
Gamma  gangway,  Orphans  Home,  at  Breast  No.  7  to  the  Buck 
Mountain  vein,  a  distance  of  180  feet. 

Two  tunnels  7  feet  by  11  feet  and  ;>()  feet  in  length  have  been 
driven  north  from  the  west  Gamma  gangway,  North  Dip  Slope  No. 
9,  to  the  Mammoth  vein  to  facilitate  transportation. 

Two  tunnels  7  feet  by  11  feet  and  50  feet  in  length  have  been 
driven  south  from  the  east  Gamma  gangway,  South  Dip  slope  No. 
2,  to  the  Mammoth  vein  to  facilitate  transportation. 

Slope  No.  23  in  the  Jiolmes  vein  has  been  extended  a  distance  of 
35  feet  to  the  basin,  making  the  total  length  of  this  slope  175  feet, 
with  an  average  dip  of  45  degrees,  and  gangways  driven  east  and 
west. 

Slope  No.  24  in  the  Wharton  vein  on  the  north  dip  near  the  east 
end  of  the  property  has  been  extended  125  feet  during  the  year, 
making  the  total  length  of  the  slope  700  feet,  on  an  average  dip  of  18 
degrees. 

A  rock  hole  6  feet  by  6  feet  and  15  feet  in  length  has  been  driven 
from  the  air-way  on  the  north  dip  of  the  Primrose  vein  slope  No.  11 
to  the  Orchard  vein,  and  gangways  are  being  driven  east  and  west 
in  same. 

The  lokie  road  along  the  south  side  of  the  basin  to  the  eastern  line, 
thence  across  the  barrier  pillar  to  the  north  side  of  the  basin  has 
been  completed  to  slope  No.  22,  and  the  coal  is  being  transported 
over  this  road  to  the  No.  4  breaker. 

A  new  engine  house  20  feet  by  20  feet  and  a  new  plane  and  coal 
chute  have  been  erected  at  the  head  of  No.  22  slope. 

A  42  inch  fan  has  been  installed  at  the  mouth  of  slope  No.  23. 

Two  625  horse  power  Maxim  boilers  have  been  added  to  the  power 
plant  at  No.  4  Breaker. 

An  elevator  line  has  been  constructed  in  the  settling  tank  at  No.  4 
Breaker,  which  carries  all  the  sediment  from  the  tank  and  deposits 
it  ;in  the  refuse  conveyor  which  conveys  it  north  across  the  canal  and 
Lehigh  Valley  Kailroad  tracks  to  the  refuse  bank. 

The  Milnesville  shaft,  12^  feet  by  V.H  feet,  has  been  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  135  feet  below  the  surface.  The  upper  portion  of  the  shaft 
from  the  soil  rock  to  the  surface  has  been  lined  throughout  with  e<m- 
crete.  A  steel  head-frame  66  feet  in  height  has  been  erected  over  the 
mouth  of  the  shaft. 

The  south  tunnel  7  feet  by  11  feet  from  the  Primrose  slope  No.  17 
has  been  extended  50  feet  to  the  site  of  the  new  shaft. 

A  tunnel  6  feet  by  8  feet  and  25  feet  in  length  has  been  driven  north 
from  the  west  Wharton  counter  gangway  on  the  South  Dip  slope 
No.  7  to  the  Gamma  vein,  and  a  buggy  gangway  driven  west  to  a 
point  25  feet  east  of  the  Hollywood  line,  from  which  point  several 
bore  holes  were  drilled  south  west  through  the  intervening  strata 
from  the  Gamma  to  the  Wharton  vein  to  tap  the  water  in  the  Holly- 
wood No.  2  Basin. 

A  new  slope.  No.  26,  7  feet  by  11  feet,  is  being  sunk  on  the  south 
side  of  the  basin  in  the  Gamma  vein,  fifteen  hundred  feet  east  of  the 
Hollywood  line. 
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A  new  electric  hoist  is  being  installed  at  the  head  of  this  slope, 
the  power  to  operate  it  being  furnished  by  the  plant  of  the  Harwood 
Electric  Company,  seven  miles  distant, 

A.   PARDEE   AND   COMPANY 

Cranberry  Colliery. — To  facilitate  the  haulage,  six  new  9  inch  by 
14  inch  H.  K.  Porter  oil  burning  steam  locomotives  have  been  put 
into  service  in  various  parts  of  the  colliery.  These  locomotives  are 
42  inch  gauge,  inside  connected  6  feet  7  inches  high  off  the  rail,  and 
5  feet  wide.  The  working  pressure  is  175  pounds  per  square  inch. 
These  locomotives  have  done  away  with  the  services  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  mules. 

A  new  slope  known  as  No.  S  has  been  opened  in  the  Gamma  vein 
at  a  point  near  the  No.  4  slope.  This  slope  will  be  continued  through 
the  rock  to  the  basin  of  the  Buck  Mountain  vein. 

The  old  No.  4  hoisting  engine  will  be  used  to  hoist  from  another 
new  slope,  No.  10,  which  is  being  driven  in  the  western  end  of  the 
No.  5  basin,  in  the  Gamma  vein. 

Connection  has  been  made  between  the  eastern  end  of  No.  5  basin 
and  No.  6  slope,  thereby  shortening  the  haulage  considerable. 

A  new  slope,  No.  11,  is  being  driven  from  the  bottom  of  No.  6 
Wharton  to  the  Gamma  vein  basin.  Cars  will  be  hoisted  from  this 
slope  by  the  present  No.  6  engine. 

C.    M.    DODSON   AND   COMPANY 

Beaver  Brook  Colliery. — In  the  No.  5  slope  a  tunnel  70  feet  in 
length  was  driven  from  the  Buck  Mountain  vein  to  the  Lykens  vein. 

In  slope  No.  11  a  tunnel  50  feet  in  length  was  driven  from  the 
Buck  Mountain  vein  to  the  Gamma  vein. 

At  No.  10  boiler  house  two  additional  return  tubular  boilers  were 
installed  with  a  capacity  of  150  horse  power  each. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  breaker  a  storage  shed  was  built  for  the 
purpose  of  keeing  the  loaded  cars  over  night,  to  prevent  the  coal 
from  freezing.    The  shed  has  room  for  54  mine  cars. 

A  new  blacksmith,  carpenter  and  machine  shop  combined  was 
erected. 

HARWOOD  COAL  COMPANY 

Harwood  Colliery. — A  new  plane  230  feet  in  length  has  been 
driven  in  the  Buck-lMountain  vein  slope  No.  5  fifth  level  with  an 
average  dip  of  10  degrees. 

The  Four  Foot  slope  has  been  extended  a  distance  of  175  feet 
through  the  fault  to  the  four  foot  bench  on  the  east  side  of  the  fault 
in  No.  1  Basin,  then  continued  in  the  vein  for  a  distance  of  375  feet, 
and  a  gangway  driven  on  the  north  dip  to  the  eastern  line. 

A  new  slope  6  feet  by  11  feet  has  been  sunk  a  distance  of  90  feet 
on  an  average  dip  of  30  degrees  in  the  Buck  Mountain  vein  No.  19 
Basin,  275  feet  east  of  the  Humboldt  line,  for  the  purpose  of  mining 
the  out-crop  coal  standing  above  the  face  of  the  breast  previously 
worked. 

The  slope  in  the  Gamma  vein  south  dip  No.  19  Basin,  300  feet  east 
of  the  Humboldt  line,  has  been  extended  60  feet  on  an  average  dip 
of  30  degrees. 

24 
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Several  small  slopes  have  been  sunk  on  the  ont-crop  of  the  Parlor 
vein  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin  to  mine  the  out-crop  coal. 

A  new  locomotive  track  has  been  consti-ucied  from  the  present 
track  to  No.  21  West  to  the  new  slopes  near  the  Humboldt  line. 

UPPER  LEHIGH  COAL  COMPANY 

Upper  Lehigh  Colliery. — A  new  washery  was  erected,  west  of  the 
No.  2  washery,  and  southeast  of  the  breaker,  with  a  capacity  of  100 
tons  per  day;  the  coal  from  here  is  partially  prepared  and  then  run 
through  the  main  breaker  for  final  preparation. 

Two  new  Stroh  jigs  were  installed  in  the  No.  2  Washery  to  in- 
crease the  picking  capacity;  also  two  Schuylkill  jigs  Avere  installed 
on  the  main  breaker  for  the  same  purpose. 

At  the  west  end  stripping  a  new  engine  was  installed  and  a  house 
])laced  over  same.     Also  a  boiler  to  furnish  steam. 

At  the  No.  5  Slope,  the  boiler  house,  wash  house  and  powder  house 
were  removed,  to  make  way  for  the  stripping.  A  new  engine  house 
was  built  further  to  the  west,  and  a  16  inch  by  30  inch  engine  in- 
stalled. 

Two  125  horse  power  return  tubular  boilers  placed  in  position 
and  are  furnishing  steam  for  the  plant. 

HAZLE  MOUNTAIN  COAL  COMPANY 

Hazle  Mountain  Colliery. — At  No.  1  an  ash  elevator  and  slushing 
trough  was  erected  at  the  boiler  house  to  more  readily  remove  ashes. 
The  ashes  are  pulled  from  fire  into  slush  trough  and  washed  into  the 
elevators,  which  carries  them  into  the  hopper  outside  the  boiler  house. 

A  new  chestnut  coal  jig  of  the  plunger  type  was  installed  in  the 
breaker. 

Stripping  operations  were  commenced  on  the  east  spoon  end  of  the 
top  split  of  the  Mammoth  vein  on  the  No.  2  basin. 

A  wash  house  has  been  erected,  containing  .50  individual  lockers. 
A  new  Jeanesville  pump  IS  inches  by  14  inches  by  21  inches  with  a 
capacity  of  2,000  gallons  per  minute  was  installed  in  the  No.  1 
Slope. 

A  tunnel  has  been  driven  north  from  the  Wharton  vein  to  the 
Buck  Mountain  vein,  a  distance  of  202  feet, 

A  chute  has  been  started  6  by  S  through  rock  from  the  bottom  lift 
to  the  stripping  to  take  the  coal  from  stripping.  This  chute  when 
completed  will  be  117  feet  in  length. 

In  the  old  No.  2  slope  200  feet  of  gangway  have  been  cleaned  up 
and  retimbered. 

At  No.  5  Slope — The  fan  has  been  changed  from  a  force  fan  to  an 
exhaust  fan,  greatly  improving  the  ventilation  of  the  mine. 

Two  small  21  horse  power  gasoline  pumping  outfits  have  been 
installed,  to  pump  water  from  dip  gangways. 

Six  thousand  feet  of  ditching  have  been  done  at  this  ]>lant  just  back 
of  the  crop  of  the  underlying  vein,  on  each  side  of  the  basin,  thus 
reducing  the  flow  of  water  into  the  mine  to  a  considerable  extent. 

A  tunnel  has  been  driven  125  feet  in  length  from  the  bottom  vein 
to  the  top  vein,  cutting  the  top  vein  which  proves  to  be  G|  feet  thick. 

A  gangway  has  been  driven  a  distance  of  200  feet  in  same. 
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JOHN    S.    WENTZ    AND    COMPANY 

Hazle  Brook  Colliery. — The  breaker  has  been  remodeled  and  re- 
_  paired  throughout,  new  jibs  and  shakers  installed,  and  better  facili- 
ties for  handling  and  preparing  the  coal  have  been  made. 

No.  10  slope  has  been  opened  in  the  No.  4  vein,  on  the  west  end  of 
the  property,  to  work  the  crop  coal  left  above  the  old  robbing. 

A  tunnel  has  been  driven  in  the  No.  1  slope  top  level  from  the 
Buck  Mountain  vein  to  the  Alpha  vein,  a  distance  of  20  feet. 

A  tunnel  has  been  driven  in  the  bottom  level  also,  from  the  Buck 
Mountain  vein  to  the  Alpha  vein,  a  distance  of  20  feet. 

M.  S.  KEMMERER  AND  COMPANY 
Sandy  Eun  Colliery. — On  March  24  the  colliery  was  closed  down 
and  the  erection  of  a  new  breaker  was  commenced.  The  new  breaker 
was  completed  by  July  18  and  started  operation.  It  has  a  capacity 
of  500  tons  per  day.  During  the  time  that  they  were  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  breaker,  advantage  was  taken  to  retimber  the 
slope  and  the  pump-way  along  side  of  the  slope.

— A  tunnel  was  driven  fiom  Seven  Foot 
to  -Bottom  Split,  lengtii  o2  yards;  and  also  a  luunel  driven  from  Top 
to  Uottom  Split  Mammolli  vein,  length  lUl  l-o  yards. 

A  new  lamp  house  was  erected  near  tender  slope.  Outside:  A  tram- 
way was  installed  to  convey  ashes  from  boiler  house,  equipped  elec- 
trically. 

North  Mahanoy  Colliery. — A  tunnel  was  driven  from  Bottom  to 
Top  Split  of  Mammoth  underground  slope,  length  110  1-3  yards; 
also  a  traffic  tunnel  from  Skidmore  to  Bottom  Split,  length  28  2-3 
yards.  No.  4  underground  slope  in  l^ottom  Split  Alamuioth  vein  was 
completed,  total  length  338  1-3  yards. 

Electric  haulage  was  installed  on  the  third  level  Schuylkill  and 
the  North  Mahanoy  Section,  also  on  the  eighth  level  Schuylkill  Sec- 
tion. 

Outside :  A  standard  supply  store  house  was  erected ;  also  a  new 
blacksmith  shop  and  lumber  shed. 

A  24  inch  by  30  inch  engine,  300  K.  W.  2200  volts,  3-place  A.  C. 
generator,  a  14  K.  W.  125  volts  exciting  generator  and  switchboard 
were  installed  in  new  electric  power  house. 

LENTZ  COAL  COMPANY 

Park  Place  No.  2  Colliery. — Built  a  new  pump  house  16  by  22  by  45 
feet  in  solid  rock  between  the  Skidmore  and  Soven  Foot  veins ;  placed 
an  18  by  34  by  12  by  36  Jeanesville  pump  in  same.

Primrose  Colliery.^ — ^Eemodeled  East  Seven  Foot  gangway  and 
equipped  it  for  electric  haulage  a  distance  of  4,000  feet.

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IMPROVEMENTS 

PHILADELPHIA    AND    READING    COAL    AND    IRON    COMPANY 

Draper  Colliery. — A  concrete  gutter  aud  tunnel  were  erected  in 
front  of  boilers  to  wash  ashes  from  boiler  house.  Completed  Novem- 
ber, 1910. 

The  main  slope  was  closed  July  26,  when  the  cage  jumped  off  the 
track  and  pulled  the  timber  out.  Work  at  reopening  this  slope  was 
started  at  once  and  continued  until  January  16,  1911,  when  all 
work  was  abandoned  and  preparations  were  made  to  sink  a  three- 
compartment  coal  hoisting  shaft  from  surface  to  second  lift;  prob- 
able depth,  550  feet. 

Gilberton  Colliery. — Tunnel  to  Mammoth  vein  from  West  Buck 
Mountain  gangway  fifth  lift  1,800  feet  west  of  hoisting  slope,  com- 
pleted August.  1910 ;  distance,  66  yards. 

Tunnel  to  Top  Split  vein  from  East  Seven  Foot  gangway  fifth  lift 
300  feet  west  of  East  Pillar  line,  completed  March,  1910,  distance 
99  2-3  yards. 

A  slope  on  25  degrees  across  pitch  from  West  Buck  Mountain  gang- 
w^ay  fifth  lift  at  breast  No.  2S  is  being  sunk  to  open  the  sixth  lift; 
probable  length,  107  yards. 

The  tender  slope  is  being  extended  from  the  5th  to  6th  lift  with 
the  view  to  opening  same;  probable  length  below  fifth  lift,  70  yards. 

Boston  Run  Colliery. — Air  tunnel  to  Bottom  Split  vein  from  Lit- 
tle Buck  vein  in  fourth  lift,  on  line  of  Little  Buck  airway,  was  com- 
pleted; total  length,  98  1-3  yards. 

Knickerbocker  Colliery. — A  concrete  arch  replaces  the  timber  at 
mouth  of  main  hoisting  slope  for  a  distance  of  52  feet  down  the 
slope. 

LEHIGH  VALLEY  COAL  COMPANY 

Packer  No.  2  Colliery. — Made  a  6  inch  bore  hole,  125  feet  deep, 
for  silting  Orchard  vein  second  level.  16  by  9  by  18  inch  Cameron 
pump  placed  on  No.  5  level. 

Back  switch  placed  at  head  of  main  slope  to  take  place  of  old 
head  frame.  374  feet  of  traveling  way  from  fifth  and  fourth,  com- 
pleting same  on  dip  of  15  degrees. 

Packer  No.  3.  Colliery. — Made  8  inch  bore  hole,  510  feet,  to  in- 
crease fresh  water  supply,  and  installed  an  8  by  8  by  24  inch  air  com- 
pressor to  eject  water  from  hole.  Electric  return  bell  signal  system 
installed  at  E.  M.  stripping. 

New  concrete  hospital  in  W.  M.  fourth  level,  10  by  12  by  8  feet. 
A  7  by  16  foot  tunnel,  94  feet,  driven  from  Skidmore  vein  to  Mam- 
moth vein  on  second  level.  A  7  by  16  foot  tunnel,  55  feet,  driven 
from  Seven  Foot  vein  to  Skidmore  vein  on  seventh  level  to  make 
turn  (mt  82  feet  of  same  tunnel  7  feet  by  10  feet  for  haulage.  New 
locomotive  placed  on  new  refuse  bank  east  of  breaker.  Concrete 
retaining  wall  built  east  of  head  bouse.  14  by  8  by  18  inch  Goyne 
feed  pump  installed  in  boiler  house.  Concrete  engine  room  built 
for  machine-shop  engine. 

Packer  No.  4  Colliery. — Concrete  hospital  room  8  by  13.  by  16.  feet. 
600  feet  Buck  slope  from  the  first  to  the  third.

Kehley  Run  Colliery. — New  main  slope  sunk  through  the  Skid- 
more  to  second  level  on  account  of  the  caving  of  the  old  main  slope 
on  the  Mammoth.  Tunnel  driven  connecting  the  Skidmore  to  the 
Mammoth  workings.  An  8-inch  bore  hole  sunk  to  the  Buck  Moun- 
tain for  slushing  the  old  workings.  A  16-inch  bore  hole  sunk  from 
surface  to  the  second  level  for  pumping  purposes,  reducing  vertical 
head  100  feet. 

Tunnel  driven  at  No.  3  Slope  from  the  Buck  Mountain  to  Seven 
Foot  vein.  Installed  20  new  mine  cars ;  two  150  horse  power  horizon- 
tal tubular  boilers;  one  locomotive  (10  by  16)  at  stripping  excava- 
tions; one  locomotive  (10  by  16)  for  hauling  coal  from  stripping. 

Nos.  3  and  4  Slopes:  One  Pea  coal  jig.  New  main  slope  engine 
house  erected  on  account  of  new  slope.  Repair  shop  enlarged  for  the 
installation  of  a  new  26-48  Double  Spindle  Lathe  and  a  14  by  18  Du- 
plex Air  Compressor.

IMPROVEMENTS 

PHILADELPHIA  AND  READING  COAL  AND  IRON  COMPANY 

Hammond  Colliery. — A  traffic  tunnel  was  driven  north  from  the 
West  Holmes  gangway  third  lift  at  breast  No.  27  to  the  Top  Split 
vein,  a  distance  of  31  1-3  yards.  A  single  and  double  track  tunnel 
from  Buck  Mountain  vein  third  lift  was  driven  northward  to  new 
coal  hoisting  shaft  a  distance  of  323  2-3  yards.  This  is  not  completed, 
as  a  tunnel  will  be  driven  on  the  south  side  of  the  shaft.  The  new 
coal  hoisting  shaft  is  down  760  feet.  The  depth  of  shaft  when  com- 
pleted will  probably  be  1,204  feet.  A  traffic  tunnel  is  being  driven 
from  West  Orchard  gangway  third  lift  at  Breast  No.  05  southward  to 
the  West  Diamond  gangway,  a  distance  of  70  yards.  An  underground 
slope  in  Buck  Mountain  vein  630  feet  west  of  hoisting  slope  third 
lift  is  being  sunk,  probable  distance  110  yards,  to  open  fourth  lift. 
An  underground  slope  in  Mammoth  vein  on  line  of  Mammoth  slope 
from  third  lift  gangway  is  being  sunk  to  open  the  fourth  lift ;  probable 
distance  110  yards. 
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A  new  electric  light  plant  consisting  of  one  10  by  10  inch  Valley 
engine  and  one  30  K.  W.  generator,  was  completed  March,  1910. 

Potts  Colliery. — A  21-foot  force  fan  was  erected  over  Breast  No. 
1,  West  Tracy,  first  lift  and  is  ventilating  first  level.  A  standard 
supply  store-house,  103  feet  long  hy  32  feet  wide,  was  erected.  Two 
new  tubular  boilers  have  been  added  to  the  steam  plant.  A  new 
reversible  ash  tramway,  1,815  feet  long,  with  four  towers  ranging 
from  50  to  115  feet  high,  has  been  installed.  A  new  breaker  is  under 
course  of  construction. 

Bast  Colliery. — Preparations  are  being  made  to  sink  a  four  com- 
partment shaft  for  the  hoisting  of  coal,  about  1,400  feet  deep  on 
completion. 

MINE  FIRES 

On  April  15,  1910,  fire  was  discovered  in  Potts  colliery  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Eeadiug  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  in  Breast  No.  25 
ofl!  the  West  Mammoth  gangway  third  lift.  Ou  April  18  the  officials 
of  the  company  decided  to  drown  out  the  Mammoth  vein  workings 
to  the  Wadleigh  water  level,  1014  elevation,  with  a  view  to  putting 
out  all  the  other  fires  in  the  Mammoth  vein.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
was  necessary  to  construct  eight  brick  dams,  one  in  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing tunnels: 

One  in  No.  1  Main  tunnel  from  Mammoth  to  Primrose  vein,  at 
foot  of  hoisting  slope  third  lift ;  one  in  No.  1  Monkey  tunnel  on  third 
lift,  just  above  No.  1  Main  tunnel;  one  in  No.  2  Main  tunnel  from 
Primrose  to  Mammoth  vein  third  lift  2,230  feet  east  of  hoisting  slope ; 
one  in  No.  2  Monkey  tunnel  on  third  lift,  just  above  No.  2  Main 
tunnel;  one  in  No.  3  Main  tunnel  from  Primrose  to  Mammoth  vein 
third  lift,  4,720  feet  east  of  hoisting  slope;  one  in  No.  3  Monkey 
tunnel  on  third  lift,  just  above  No.  3  Main  tunnel;  one  in  the  tunnel 
from  Mammoth  vein,  Mahanoy  Basin,  to  the  Diamond  vein,  second 
lift,  350  feet  west  of  Mammoth  hoisting  slope;  one  in  tunnel  from 
Primrose  vein  to  the  Mammoth  vein  first  lift,  300  feet  west  of  the 
Primrose  hoisting  slope. 

The  north  side  of  dam  in  No.  1  Main  tunnel  on  third  lift  is  52 
feet  south  of  the  top  slate  of  Mammoth  vein.  The  dam  is  20  feet 
6  inches  thick  and  has  8  inch  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipe  embedded  in 
it,  with  two  8  inch  gate  valves  on  the  Primrose  end. 

The  north  side  of  dam  in  No.  1  Monkey  tunnel  on  third  lift  is  20 
feet  south  of  the  top  slate  of  Mammoth  vein.  This  dam  is  21  feet 
thick,  with  no  pipe  in  it. 

The  north  side  of  dam  in  No.  2  Main  tunnel  on  third  lift  is  78 
feet  south  of  the  top  slate  of  Mammoth  vein.  This  dam  is  20  feet 
thick  and  has  8  inch  extra  heavy  C.  I.  pipe  embedded  in  it,  with 
two  8  inch  gate  valves  on  the  Primrose  end.  The  north  side  of  dam 
in  No.  2  Monkey  tunnel  is  78  feet  south  of  the  top  slate  of  the 
Mammoth  vein.  This  dam  is  20  feet  4  inches  thick,  and  has  no  pipe 
in  it. 

The  north  side  of  dam  in  No.  3  Main  tunnel  is  117  feet  south  of 
the  top  slate  of  the  Mammoth  vein.  This  dam  is  20  feet  thick  and 
has  8  inch  extra  heavy^  C.  I.  pipe  embedded  in  it,  with  two  8  inch 
gate  valves  on  the  Primrose  end. 

The  north  side  of  dam  in  No.  3  Monkey  tunnel  is  117  feet  south 
of  the  top  slate  of  the  Mammoth  vein.    This  dam  is  20  feet  6  inches 
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thick,  with  no  pipe  in  it.  The  north  side  of  dam  in  tunnel  from 
Mammoth  to  Diamond  vein,  second  lift,  is  220  feet  south  of  the  top 
slate  of  the  Mammoth  vein.  This  dam  is  IG  feet  6  inches  thick  and  has 
8  inch  extra  heavy  pipe  embedded  in  it,  with  two  8  inch  gate  valves 
on  the  Primrose  end.  The  north  side  of  dam  in  tunnel  from  Prim- 
rose vein  to  Mammoth  vein  is  50  feet  north  of  the  bottom  slate  of 
Primrose  vein.  This  dam  is  10  feet  6  inches  thick  and  has  8  inch 
extra  heavy  C.  I.  pipe  in  it,  with  two  8  inch  gate  valves  on  the  Prim- 
rose end. 

On  June  17,  1910,  fire  was  discovered  in  the  Bast  Colliery  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Beading  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  in  East  Mam- 
moth gangway,  chute  No.  138.  The  tire  was  extinguished  by  filling 
the  mine  with  water  to  the  second  level. 

On  August  23,  1910,  the  Bear  Bidge  Breaker  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Beading  Coal  and  Iron  Company  at  Mahanoy  Plane,  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  of  unknown  origin.

A  complete  system  of  wiring  for  lighting  the  office,  top  of  shaft 
and  foot  of  shaft,  has  been  installed.  ' 

The  above  generator  also  supplies  power  for  operating  machinerv 
and  motors  at  Burnside  Colliery. 

Burnside  Colliery.— A  tunnel  was  driven  in  the  water  level  from 
No.  4  to  No.  3  vein,  a  distance  of  40  2-3  yards.  ' 

The  breaker  at  this  colliery  was  entirely  remodelled  durino-  the 
year.  Traveling  platforms  for  the  broken  coal  and  lump  coal^vere 
installed.  The  old  coal  plane  was  abandoned  and  a  new  Greene  auto- 
matic dumping  hoist  275  feet  long  was  substituted,  thereby  securing 
a  more  constant  and  regular  feed,  and  thus  producing  a  more  efficient 
system  of  preparation.  This  hoist  is  fed  at  the  bottom  by  an  improved 
automatic  feeder,  and  is  operated  by  a  150  horse  power  motor  located 
at  the  top  of  the  breaker.

No.  7  drift,  South  timnel,  has  been  continued  south  a  distance  of 
55  feet  to  the  Diamond,  North  dip  vein. 

The  Diamond  Slope  has  been  sunk  a  distance  of  528  feet  from  the 
surface  and  a  new  lift  has  been  turned  west  at  a  distance  of  450  feet 
from  the  surface. 
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A  haulage  tunnel  is  being  driven  south  from  the  West  Holmes  gang- 
waj^,  !No.  1  tunnel,  west,  sixth  lift,  a  distance  of  285  feet  to  Primrose 
vein,  south  dip. 

An  air  tunnel  has  been  driven  south  from  the  West  Skidmore 
monkey  heading,  at  chute  No.  20,  sixth  lift,  a  distance  of  748  feet 
to  the  Holmes  vein,  cutting  the  Mammoth  vein  in  two  splits.

Inside. — ^Installed  a  new  Jeanesville  duplex  compound  pump,  27  by 
50  by  14  by  48  indies,  at  foot  of  shaft. 

New  condenser  for  above  pump.  Column  line  to  surface.  Third 
level  pump  house  addition  built  with  steel  timber  and  rail  lagged. 
New  inside  slope,  from  first  to  second  levels,  Seven  Foot  vein. 

MARYD  COAL  COMPANY 

Maryd  Colliery. — One  20  foot  diameter  steel  and  concrete  rever- 
sible fan  now  being  used  as  a  blower  fan,  erected  on  the  Holmes 
vein,  No.  3  basin.    1,000  feet  4  inch  steam  line  to  fan. 

One  250  horse  power  battery  Stirling  water  tube  boiler.  596  feet 
of  tunnel  driven  north  from  the  Diamond  vein,  cutting  the  Orchard, 
Primrose  and  Top-split  veins,  and  501  feet  of  tunnel  driven  south 
from  the  Holmes  vein  in  No.  3  basin. 

One  and  one-quarter  miles  of  railroad  track  were  constructed  from 
the  breaker  east  to  the  old  banks  at  Tuscarora  and  a  steam  shovel 
installed  to  recover  the  banks. 

LEHIGH  VALLEY  COAL  COMPANY 

Vulcan  Colliery. — Tunnel  driven  on  the  third  level  from  the  top 
split  of  the  Mammoth  to  the  bottom  split,  a  distance  of  130  feet.  Also 
tunnel  on  the  4th  level  from  the  top  split  to  the  bottom  split,  a  dis- 
tance of  160  feet.  Both  of  these  tunnels  are  on  the  south  dip  of  the 
basin.  On  the  north  dip  a  tunnel  was  driven  from  the  Skidmore  to 
the  bottom  split  of  the  Mammoth,  a  distance  of  145  feet.  In  the 
month  of  June  a  twenty-five  foot  ventilating  fan  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  A  new  fire-proof  structure  of  brick  and  concrete  is  being  erect- 
ed in  its  place  and  will  be  completed  early  in  1911. 

Buck  Mountain  Colliery.— At  this  colliery  no  improvements  of 
special  nature  were  made  during  the  year.  The  plan  of  the  company 
is  to  build  a  new  breaker  near  the  No.  3  slope  and  bring  the  coal 
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from  Buck  Mouutain  and  Vulcan  Collieries  to  it  for  preparation, 
doing  away  with  the  two  old  breakers.  The  structure  to  be  built 
mainly  of  concrete  and  steel.  A  large  portion  of  the  concrete  work 
has  been  completed  and  it  is  expected  that  the  new  breaker  will  be 
in  operation  before  the  close  of  1911.  A  2,100  horse  power  Stirling 
boiler  plant  has  been  erected  near  the  site  of  the  new  breaker  to 
supply  the  entire  operation  with  steam.  A  new  ofiflce  and  warehouse 
and  smith  shop  and  car])enter  shop  have  also  been  elected.  All  of 
these  buildings  are  built  of  concrete  and  steel.  A  central  pump- 
station  has  been  established  in  the  Seven  Foot  vein  near  the  No.  3 
slope.  A  column  pipe  and  a  steam  pipe  way  have  been  driven.  The 
water  from  the  entire  property  will  be  pumped  through  an  18  inch 
bore  hole  to  the  surface.  The  bore  holes  for  steam  and  water  have 
been  completed.  The  railroad  between  Buck  Mountain  and  Vulcan 
slopes  and  the  new  breaker,  over  which  the  coal  will  be  conveyed, 
has  also  been  built. 

MILL  CREEK  COAL  COMPANY 

Middle  Lehigh  Colliery. — Tunnel  from  Buck  Mountain  vein  to 
Seven  Foot  vein,  north  dip,  third  level,  commenced. 

A  trial  slope  sunk  on  Lykens  Valley  vein. 

A  "Cleaner"  with  screens,  rolls,  etc.,  erected  loi-  culm  bank  mate- 
rial. 

PHILLIPS  BROTHERS  COAL  COMPANY 

Silver  Hill  Colliery. — Contemplating  260  foot  single  track  slope 
from  old  water  level. 

Installed  one  14  by  8  by  18  inch  Jeanesville  ]mmp. 

PORT  CARBON  COAL  COMPANY 

Lucy  C.  R.  Colliery. — Tunnel  driven  north  from  Holmes  bed  to 
Barclaugh  bed.  a  distance  of  d?>  feet.  Abandoned  steam  boilers  and 
equipped  the  plant  with  electric  motors  for  power  for  breaker  and 
haulage.  This  power  is  furnished  by  the  E.  P.  L.  H.  and  P.  Com- 
pany of  Pottsville. 

Prosecutions  for  Violation  of  the  Mining  Laws 

On  January  14,  I  received  notice  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
Dodson  Coal  Company  that  the  company  intended  to  remove  part 
of  the  barrier  pillar  between  Morea  colliery  of  the  Dodson  Coal 
Company  and  the  Middle  Lehigh  colliery  of  the  Mill  Creek  Coal 
Company.  I  applied  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Schuylkill 
County  In  the  March  term  of  1909  for  a  bill  in  equity  to  restrain  the 
Dodson  Coal  Company  from  interfering  in  any  manner  that  might 
have  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  margin  of  safety  in  the  barrier  pillar 
as  now  constituted. 

October  17,  1910,  the  court  rendered  a  decision  as  folloAvs: 

"And  now,  October  17th,  1910,  it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed 
that  the  defendants,  the  Truman  Dodson  Coal  Company,  T.  M.  Down- 
ing, Frederick  A.  Delano,  trustee  under  the  last  will  and  testament 
of  Warren  Delano,  Supt.  P.  J.  Conahan,  Mine  Foreman,  Warren  De- 
lano, Jr.,  deceased,  and  under  the  last  will  and  testament  of  James 
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Cox,  deceased,  their  agents,  servants  and  all  other  persons  under 
them  or  acting  for  them,  be  restrained  jierpetually  from  reducing  the 
width  of  the  barrier  pillar  between  the  New  Boston  mine  operated  by 
the  Mill  Creek  Coal  Company  and  the  Morea  mine,  operated  by  the 
Dodson  Coal  Company,  situated  in  the  Township  of  Mahanoy,  County 
of  Schuylkill  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  by  extending  or  causing  to 
be  extended  the  Buck  Mountain  gangway  in  said  Morea  mine  and 
further  into  said  barrier  pillar  and  from  making  any  other  opening 
or  openings  in  any  of  the  lifts  of  said  mine  and  from  doing  any 
further  matter  or  thing  whatsoever  in  any  of  the  gangways,  breasts 
or  other  parts  of  said  Morea  mine,  now  opened  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  opened  that  will  reduce  the  widtli  of  the  barrier  pillar  to  less  than 
three  hundred  (300)  feet  from  the  basin  of  said  mine  to  the  surface, 
all  of  which  three  hundred  foot  barrier  is  west  of  the  line  between 
the  jiroperty  of  the  Dodson  Coal  Company  and  the  Mill  Creek  Coal 
Company  in  Township,  County  and  State  aforesaid.  The  defendants 
to  pay  the  costs  of  these  proceedings. 

The  Prothonotary  shall  notify  counsel  of  the  entrance  of  this  de- 
cree and  the  same  shall  become  the  final  decree  of  the  court  unless 
exceptions  thereto  be  filed  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Su 
preme  Court."

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  herewith  my  annual  report 
as  Inspector  of  Mines  of  the  Nineteenth  Anthracite  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1910.

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TABLE  D. — Classification  of  Non-Fatal  Accidents  Inside  and  Outside  of  Mines 
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Accident  at  Short  Mountain  Colliery 

An  accident  occuired  at  Short  Mountain  Colliery,  June  30,  by 
which  Andrew  Dodd,  William  Mahoney  and  Evan  Evans  lost  their 
lives.  A  large  Cornish  Bull  pump  was  formerly  used  at  this  colliery 
to  force  the  water  from  the  first  level.  To  handle  the  pump  rods, 
a  small  truck  was  run  on  a  narrow  gauge  track,  and  the  men  work- 
ing on  this  level  were  in  the  habit  of  riding  up  and  down,  to  and 
from  their  work.  The  ])itch  of  the  slope  averages  oO  degrees.  A  printed 
rule  posted  at  the  bottom  forbade  more  than  eight  men  to  ride  at 
one  time.  The  oOlh,  however,  being  payday  the  men  were  anxious 
to  reach  the  surface,  aud  the  above  named  men  with  ten  others  came 
to  the  bottom  of  the  slope  at  the  same  time  to  be  hoisted.  When 
about  half  way  up  the  slope,  the  cable  parted  about  135  feet  from 
the  truck.  Ten  of  the  men  either  jumped  or  rolled  otf,  but  these  three 
were  carried  to  the  bottom  and  killed  amid  the  wreckage. 

Mine  Inspector  John  Curran  was  called  in  consultation,  and  a 
thorough  examination  was  made.  The  rope  was  apparently  in  good 
condition  on  the  outside,  and  at  the  inquest  the  engineer  sAvore  that 
he  had  examined  the  rope  that  day  aud  considered  it  safe.  The  master 
mechanic  swore  that  he  had  spliced  the  rope  a  short  time  before  and 
considered  it  safe  and  strong  enough  for  the  work  it  had  to  do.  The 
superintendent  swore  that  the  rope  was  about  three  years  old  and  he 
could  assign  no  reas(m  why  it  should  break  with  the  load  it  had  to 
carry.  The  foreman  in  that  section  of  the  mine  swore  that  he  had 
gone  up  and  down  the  slope  that  day  ami  saw  notliing  wrong. 

The  jur}'  rendered  the  following  verdict:  "We,  the  jury,  consider 
the  accident  unavoidable,  and  no  censure  to  the  company  or  its  em- 
ployes." 

While  the  law  calls  for  all  ropes  to  be  examined  by  a  qualified 
person,  too  often  this  is  done  in  a  careless  uianner.  In  my  opinion, 
it  would  be  a  good  plan  to  amend  the  law  so  that  it  would  require 
that  all  ropes  of  vehicles  upon  which  men  are  compelled  to  ride  to 
and  from  their  work,  be  examined  by  a  skilled  mechanic  and  the 
report  sw^orn  to  at  stated  ])eriods,  the  same  as  all  boiler  reports  are 
made.  The  report  should  be  sent  to  the  mine  inspector-,  so  that  he 
may  have  in  his  office  a  full  record  of  the  work.  When  the  record 
book  at  the  coUiei'y  is  examiired,  he  has  no  means  of  krrowing  Avhether 
the  man  who  was  delegated  by  the  foreman  to  do  fliat  work  has 
really  done  his  duty  or  sirrrply  copied  his  report  from  day  to  day,  in 
an  attempt  to  shirk  his  work.
